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RECEIVER BEST ARRESTED 


ea 
TAKEN TO BOSTON TO ANSWER A 
SERIOUS CHARGE. 
ACCUSED OF EMBEZZLING $75,000 oF THE 
FUNDS OF THE BROKEN PACIFIC BANK 
OF BOSTON. 


William J. Best, who is well known in 
this city through his connection with various 
banking and financial institutions as Receiver 
and in other capacities, was arrested at the Ross- 
more Hotel last evening by Detective Sergeant 
Adams on a requisition from Gov. Robinson, 
of Massachusetts. Mr. Best was indicted in Bos- 
ton last January, the charge against him being 
the alleged embezzlement of $75,000 of trust 
funds of the Pacific Bank, of that city, which 
failed three yearsago. The charge, it 1s under- 
stood, is made by the Receiver of the broken 
bank. The prosecution was directed by District 
Attorney Stephens, of Boston. 

Mr. Best was taken to Police Headquarters 
where he was introduced to Chief Inspector 
Hanscom, of Boston, who had brought the req- 
uisition papers fron Gov. Robinson, and had in 
his possession the mandate from Goy. Hill for 
the reuaition of the accused to the authorities 
of Massachusetts. Mr. Best told Inspector 
Byrnes that the charge against him was a 
conspiracy on the part of the Receiver of 
the bank. He said he was not only willing, but 
anxious, to at once accompany the officer to 
Boston, where he would be able to prove his in- 
nocence. Inspector Hanscom suggested taking 
the early morning train to-day, but Mr. Best in- 
sisted on going on without delay. He was 
therefore delivered to Inspector Hanscom, who, 
with his prisoner, was a passenger on the train 
which left the Grand Central Station at ll 
o’clock last night. 

Mr. Best is a native of Ballymena, Ireland, but 
came to this country and engaged in the Irish 
linen trade as the head of a large importing 
house in this city. He was a stockholder of the 
Eighth National Bank when that institution 


failed on Dec. 13, 1871, and when the 
Receiver announced that with the as- 
sets of the bank he could pay a 


dividend of 100 per cent. Mr. Best was appoint- 
ed a committee by the stockholders to examine 
the books. He disagreed with the Receiver, 
and stated that an assessment of 54 per cent. on 
the stockholders would have to be made, and 
before the affairs of the bank were wound up 
bis judgment was vindicated. 

In July, 1876, Mr. best was appointed Receiver 
of the Mechanics and Traders’ Savings Institu- 
tion, and paid, after over eight years, dividends 
tothe depositors aggregating 71 per cent., be- 
sides a goodly fee for himself ana ample re- 
muoperation to his lawyer. In August, 1877, 
Mr. Best was made eceiver of the Ger- 
man Savings Bank, of Morrisania, and the 
depositors of this institution received a 
little over 40 per cent. of their money. In De- 
cember, 1877, Judge Donohue mace Mr. Best Re- 
ceiver of the National Trust Company. The 
Senate Insurance Committee which events. 
gated his management of the affairs of the 
institution discovered that Mr. Best as Ex- 


aminer appointed by State Bank Super- 
intendent Lamb had made an _  alarm- 
ing report about the condition of the 


trust company, which had induced the Trustees 
toapply for a Receiver, although the company 
Was by no means insolvent. His alarm was not 
shared by many of the heaviest stockbolders 
and Directors of the institution, who made an ex- 
amination of its affairs and found the capital 
only slightly impaired. Meetings were held. and 
voluntary offers were made to scale down 
the capital or submit to an assessment of 25 
percent. to make the capital good. This was 
discouraged by Mr. Best, who, despite the ef- 
forts and protestations of those wishing to save 
the concern, made secret sales, as Receiver, of 
the securities at nominal prices to several of the 
Trustees and Directors, the result being that in- 
no ot $750,000 being left there was little or 
nothing. 

Out of the proceeds of the securities and cash 
Mr. Best paid the depositors in full, but the 
stockholders got nothing until one year ago, 
when the defrauded stockholders put their 
claims into the hends of Root & Strong, who 
discovered an unexpected balance of $92.000. Of 
this $40,000 was held to await the decision 
of a suit, and the balance was ordered 
divided among the stockholders, who thus real- 
ized 3 percent. One fruitful method of dissi- 
pating the tunds was to keep upa number of 
lawsuits and the. employment of a large staff of 
clerks, the latter numbering more after the 


suspension than before. Mr. Best testi- 
fied before the legislative committee 
which was sent down to look into 


the evils of Receiverships, that between Decem- 
ber, 1877, and June, 1878, he drew out of the 
funds as fees the sum of $52,039 37, and from 
June, 1878, to August, 1879, $36,766 77, while an 
examination of the books made by a committee 
of the stockholders showed that the expenses of 
bis Management during the first three months 
were over $80,U0u. 

.When the Pacific Bank of Boston failed, on 
Nov. 18, 1881, Mr. Best was President of the Mid- 
Jand North Carolina Railway and the Midland 
Improvement and Construction Company of 
Boston. He was a stockholder and a large de- 
positor for his railway and construction compa- 
nies in the Pacific Bank, and the Directors secured 
him as an expert accountant to assist in 
the reorganization of the bank. He was talked 
of for the Presidency, but this scheme fell 
through. In the meantime Miles Washburne, 
who held a trust fund of $60,000 to secure a loan 
made to the Pacific Bank, resigned, and 
Mr. Best was made Trustee in his place. 
Congressman Ranney, of Massachusetts, made 
charges betore the House Committee on 
Banking and Currency that Mr. Best 
had given straw bail on assuming the 
position of Trustee, and that he had spent part 
ot the trust fund and invested part in his North 
Carolina railroad scheme. Mr.: Best denies the 
charges, and they have never been fully investi- 
gated. The North Carolina railway project 
collapsed, and Mr. Best thea undertook to hold 
Jobn Jay Knox, then Controller of the Cyrrency, 
responsible for the failure of the Pacific Bank. 

» Mr. Best appeared in Washineton early in the 

Spring of 1884, and was very active as an enemy 
of Controller Knox, agaiust whom he made 


charges in connection with the Pacific 
Bank affairs, wbich he urged the Com- 
mittee on Banking and Currency of 


the House of Representatives to investigate. 
After a few bearings the committee decided that 
nothing had been presented to it making an in- 
vestigation necessary. Mr. Best afterward rented 
a house in the northwest section of the city, and 
brought his family to Washington to live. 

Of late Mr. Best has been connected in the ca- 
pacity of Receiver with the American Rapid 
Telegraph Company. A gentleman on intimate 
terms with the present management of the 
United Lines Company saia last night that an 
investigation made since the recent troubies 
showed such practices on Mr. Best’s part that 
warrants had been issued for his arrest, and that 
these warrants would have been served had not 
the temporary absence of Mr. Stokes prevented 
such action. 


Boston, Oct. 27.—Wilham J. Best, who 
was prominently connected with the affairs of 
the collapsed Pacitic Bank, of this city, who 


Was arrested in New-York to-day. was 
charged with embezzling $75,000 as Trustee 
of the will of the late Francis 


Carruth. The latter left a fund of $75,000, 
the income of which was to go to his 
son, W. W. Carruth. Before the Pacific Bank 
failed young Carruth borrowed $70,000 from 
the bank on his personal note, and as security 
for the loan transferred to the bank the income 
of thisfund. After the first failure of the bank 
Best, as an expert, was given practical charge of 
the bank’s affairs. 

When Receiver Price took charge of the 
wreck he found this note 


and its se- 
curity and no record of any payment by 
Best as Trustee. He tmed to obtain 


something from Best, but the latter kept 
out of his reach. Young Carruth applied to the 
Probate Court for Best’s removal, which was 


granted, and Charles B. White appoint- 
ed. He tried to secure an  account- 
ing from Best, but was unsuccessful, 


The evidence was strong that Best had 
used a portion of the securities in speculation, 
and bad sold the remainder outright. Upon this 
evidence the case was brought before the Grand 
Jury and an indictment found.

The impression iz that he bas placed many miles 
of distance between himseif and Cook County, 
and that he may be out of the United States.

UNDER THE GUISE OF A GEOLOGIST HE 
FLEECES SCIENTIFIC MEN. 

MILWAUKEB, Wis., Oct. 27.—Last evening 
the police made a most important arrest in the 
person of Leo Lesquereaux, a geologist, who is 
alleged to have been conducting a series of 
swinditng operations in various parts of the 
country. Lesquereaux came to Milwaukee about 
& week ago, and straightway proceeded to dis- 
Pese of some books of which he claimed the 
ownership. He represented himself as employed 
upon the United States Government survey for 
the Northwest, and as such sought the acquaint- 
ance of scientific men in various localities wher- 
ever he might happen to be. He turned up in 
Whitewater about two weeks ago, and 
by his glib talk and immense self-assur- 
ance obtained the confidence of W. A 
Bundy, Professor of Sciences at the White- 
water Norma! School. His leaving Whitewater 
and the disappearance of a lot of valuable scien- 
tific books were so closely allied that it was con- 
cluded that the man and the books had departed 
together. Prof. Bundy came to Milwaukee and 
reported to the — the loss. In Milwaukee 
Prof. Bundy obtained track of Lesquereaux 
through Prot. Peckham, of the High School, to 
whom be had sold two or three of the stoien | 
books. It was also learned that he had soldsome 
books to Thomas A. Greene and others to Prof. 
Rogers. rosecuting his inquiries still further, 
Prof. Bundy learned that a man answering 
Lesquereaux’s description was working at the 
Public Museum, and the police being notified, 
his arrest was easily effected. The charge lodged 
against him at the station was that of receiving 
stolen property. 

Prof. Peckham called at the police station and 
had an interview with the prisoner. He wus 
greatly surprised at his arrest,and was con- 
vinced that he was a very learned man, a skilled 
scientist, and felt complimented at acquiring his 
acquaintance, Lesquereaux bad become quite 
intimate with Prof. Peckham, at whose house 
he had taken dinner. He had also spent even- 
ings at the house of Mr. Greene, and entertained 
the family with stories of his travels and scien- 
tific achievements. Hesaid he expected to clear 
himself as soon as he could havea preliminary 
examination. He mentioned the names of sev- 
eral prominent scientists and _ geologists in 
Ohio, Michigan, Pennsylvania, New-York, and 
other States with whom he was intimately 
acquainted, and with whom he had at 
various times been professionally associated. It 
was suggested to him thut those persons be tele- 
graphed to and that a message be sent to Secre- 
tary Lamar, in whose department he claimed to 
be engaged. The prisoner declined to do this, 
saying he did not wish to be humiliated by so 
doing. He said that numerous cases of swin- 
dling charged to him were the work of another 
man, an impostor, who had assumed his (the 
prisoner’s) name, When brought to the station 
the prisoner gave his name as Leo Lesquereaux, 
and stated that he was 46 years old and a native 
of France. His left hand is missing, and in 
place thereof is an artificial band. He is of 
medium height, with blonde mustache, wears 
eyeglasses, and isshabbily dressed. He did not 
appear like a drinking man. 

The swindling operations in which Leo Les- 

uereaux has been engaged in various parts of 
the country entitle him to classed as one of 
the most skillful of educated crooks. Lesaque- 
reaux was traced in his wanderings over the 
country for three years past by the audacious 
and clever schemes he has resorted to in order 
to obtain money. He assumes a number of 
names, and always ciaims to be the son or 
brother of some geologist known personally, or 
by reputation, to other geologists. His specialty 
is paleontology, and in January, 1684, he com- 
pletely deceived Prof. R. P. Whitfield, of the 
American Museum of Natural History, proba- 
bly the best paleontologist in the country. He 
then passed as E. P. Strong, of Fort Scott, 
Kan., and claimed to be a cousin of 
Moses M. Strong, of Wisconsin, who was 
drowned while descending the Flambeau Rapids 
some years ago in prosecuting the Wisconsin 
Geological Survey. He next turned up in Phila- 
delphia as W. R, Taggart, and wormed himself 
into the hospitalities of Prof. Hayden, of the 
United States Geological Survey. He carried 
off one of Prof. Hayden’s most valuable books 
besides borrowing $20. Prof. Hayden afterwar 
learned that the same fellow had been to see 
him cn a former occasion and then borrowed $20, 
He then wore black whiskers and gave his name 
as Prof. T. S. Holmes, of Charieston, 8. C. Under 
the name of Lee, in VConnecticut, he is said to 
have swindJed one man out of .$300 and another 
out of $100. He once called at the Surveyor'’s of- 
fice, in Washington, and was invited to call 
again when it was intended to arrest him, but 
he did not call a second time. 








GREAT LOSS OF LIFE. 





EIGHTY FISHING VESSELS WRECKED AND 


SEVENTY MEN LOST, ; 
Harrpax, Nova Scotia, Oct. 27.—A dis- 
patch received to-day from St. John’s, New- 
foundland, says: “A great storm raged off the 
coast of Labrador on the 11th inst., doing im- 
mense damage among the fishing fleet’ gathered 
there. Eighty vessels were wrecked or driven 
ashore and at least 70 men from the crews of the 
vessels lost their lives. Two thousand persons 
are now ashore in a destitute condition. The 
news created great excitement here. Steamers 
will be immediately dispatched to the scene of 
the disaster with provisions, clothing, and other 

comforts for the use of the castaways.” 








ROBBING THE MAILS. 

LOUISVILLE, Ky., Oct. 27.—United States 
Postal Inspector Maynard arrested Edward E. 
Cuoper, postal clerk on the Jeffersonville, Madi- 
son and Indianapolis Railroad, this morning, 
charged with robbing the mails. Cooper isan 
intelligent young mulatto, who was appointed 
to this place since the new Democratic Admin- 
istration went into power. This morning, on ex- 
amining his valise,the officers found 18 letters 
stolen from to-day’s mail. These letters were 
addressed to points in Southern Indiana, Ken- 
tucky, Tennessee, Florida, andgLouisiana. Most 
of them felt asif there was money inside. Among 
them were four decoy letters sent by Inspector 
Maynard, and addressed to M. A. Dauphin of the 
Louisiana Lottery Company, and tothe New- 
Orleans National Bank. All four of these letters 
had money inside. They were sent out forthe 
express purpose of catching Cooper. The four 
missives were found in his sachel when he was 
arrested, but he had not had time to open them 
and procure the money within. One of the let- 
ters foundin his possession this morning was 
registered. The proof against Cooper being con- 
clusive, Commissioner Crail held him to answer 
in the sum of $2,000. 








IF MR. GARLAND RETIRES. 
DETROIT, Oct. 27.—It is stated in political 
circles in this city that there is a strong proba- 
bility that Attorney-General Garland will retire 
from the Cabinet in the course of the next 
month and will be succeeded by Don M. Dickin- 


son, & prominent lawyer and leading Demo- 
cratic politician of this city. Mr. Dickinson is 
certainly on the best of terms with the Presi- 
dent, and has had more influence in determining 
Michigan appointments than any other ten men 
in the State. This fact gives nota little strength 
to the rumor, andif the retirement of the pres- 
ent Attorney-General is determined on there is 
great probability in this prediction as.to his suc- 
cessor. 








GOV. HUGHES OFFERS A REWARD. 

LITTLE Rocks, Ark., Oct. 27.—To-day Gov. 
Hughes offered a rewardof $500 each for the 
arrest of any or all of the mob who burned the 
jail of Pike County on Oct. 138. James Churchill 
had assassinated Dennis Brooks. He was capt- 
ured and Jodged in an old wooden building used 
asa jail. That night it was burned and its in- 
mates cremated. This being the second jail 
cremation in that county within the past few 


weeks, the Governor has determined to do all 
in his power to stop it.

WOODWARD THEIR CHOICE 


INDORSED BY THE BROOKLYN 
YOUNG REPUBLICANS. 

A SHARP CONTEST, WITH A VICTORY FOR 
THE FRIENDS OF GOOD GOVERNMENT 
AND HOME RULE. 

When William H. Williams, President of 
the Brooklyn Young Republican Club, stepped 
onthe niatform in Historical Hall, Brooklyn, 
last’ evening, he was warmly greeted by 
the members of the clubs who packed the 
large room. Every seat was Occupied, and 
late comers stood wedged together in the rear 
so closely that it was impossible to move with- 
out pushing and crowding. The meeting of the 
club had been called to take some action in re- 
gard to the triangular campaign for the Mayor- 
alty now in progress in Brooklyn, and the friends 
ot Gen. Woodward, the Citizens’ candidate, and 
of Gen. Catlin, the Republican nominee, had 
mustered in full force to endeavor to secure the 
indorsement by the club of their favorite candi- 
date. It was a full minute before the applause 
in honorof the President subsided, and then 
Mr. Williams made a little introductory speech. 
He told the members of the club that 
grave issues were at stake in the munic- 
ipal campaign, and that they, as a represent- 
ative body, had been called together to try and 
solve the perplexing questions which agitated 
Brooklyn. During the past week the Executive 
and Advisory Committees of the club have 
done all they could to secure a fusion 
between two of the contending fac- 
tions. “They were not successful,” said 
Mr. Williams, “and they therefore devoted 
themselves to making a presentation to you of 
what they think to bethe duty of this club at 


the present juncture, in view of its principles 
and of its past history. Wedonotexpect you 
to receive it with unanimity of sentiment, but 
wedo believe that you will give your commit- 
tees credit for honestly advising what in their 
judgment is for the best interests of the club 
and the city.” 

Mr. Williams called Vice-President Atwood to 
the chair and prepared to read the report. He 
gave way. however, to David L. Buckman, who 
said that before the report was submitted he 
wanted to offer a resolution purely in the 
interests of harmony. The issue, he said, 
was something more than that of the May- 
oralty. The club stood pledged to_ the 
support of Ira Davenport [applause] and the 
State Republican ticket, the best ticket that had 
ever been offered to the citizens of New-York. 
His resolution declared that it “is the dut, 
of the officers and committees of the clu 
to faithfully execute the expressed will of the 
club in the Mayoralty campaign, in order that 
the great interests of our State and county 
tickets may not be jeopardized.” The resolu- 
tion was promptly seconded, amid the waving 
of hats and loud shouts of approval, but Chair- 
man Atwood declared it out of order onthe 
ground that the constitution provides for the 
resignation of officers and committees notin 
harmony with the expressed wishes of the club, 
This little scene having ended, Mr. Williams 
read the report of the committee. 

The report declares that the history of the 
club attests a practical devotion to the cause of 
an honest administration of the municipal 
affairs of Brooklyn, on a non-partisan basis; 
thut at the meeting held on Oct. it 
declared that no candidate should_ receive 
its support whose reputation -did not 
justify a confidence that promises made 
before election would be faithfully kept; that 
the committee had united with the Citizens’ 
League in urging both the Democratic and Re- 
publican City Conventions to insert in their plat- 
form a series of resolutions on the questions 
of non-partisansbip, home rule, and civil serv- 
ice reform; that the Democrats had in- 
corporated the resolutions, but nullified 
them by means of amendments, while 
the Republicans adopted them without 
change; but that a candidate for Mayor was 
finally selected by the Republican Conven- 
tion who, in the judgment of the committees, 
does not meet the requirements set forth in the 
platform adopted by the club on Oct. 6. In view 
of these facts the committee, by a practically 
upanimous vote, recommend the adoption of 
the following resolutions: 

First—We declare our unabated zea! in behalf of Ira 
Davenport and Gen. Carr, and we again pledge them 
and the other gentlemen on the Republidan State 
ticket our loyal support. - 

Second—That this club, while approving the plat- 
form of the Republican City Convention. does not in- 
dorse the nomination of Gen. Isaac S. Catlin. 

Third—That this club heartily disapproves of the 
methods of the Citizens’ League as developed in our 
recent experience with that body, and it repudiates 
the doctrine maintained by said league that the polit- 
ical faith of a candidate is atest at uny time of his 
non-partisanship, of his fitness to administer a non- 
partisan Government, or of the sincerity of the party 
which places him in nomination. 

Fourth—That nothing in this address or these reso- 
lutions is intended to reflect in any degree upon Gen. 
John B. Woodward, in whom this club recognizes a 
gentleman of high character and an honorable citizen, 
who, if elected to the responsible office of Mayor, may 
be relied upon to faithfully defend the principles of a 
pure and non-partisan administration, to which this 
club is alike pledged. 

Fifth—That this club pledges to the candidacy of 
Gen. John B. Woodward its support, and hereby re- 
quests its Advisory and Executive Committees to take 
such measures as will give practical effect to this reso- 
lution, 

The second resolution was received with a 
deafening roar of cheers and catcalls, amid 
which three cheers for Gen. Catlin were called 
for. The call was responded to by about a 
third of the members. Then somebody shouted 
for three cheers for Gen. Woodward, anda 
series of ‘!ouder shouts went up, while hats 
and canes waved furiously in the air. The 
last resolution was received with a storm of ap- 
plause, which drowned the hisses of Gen. Cat- 
lin'‘s friends, and Jasted fully two minutes. 
When something approaching to quiet had 
been restored Mr. Williams moved the adop- 
tion of the resolutions, and made an earnest 
speech in their favor. He felt, he said, 
that the honor, the good faith, and the 
reputation of the club was on trial. “If the 
resolutions are passed we shall demonstrate not 
only that we are non-partisan, but that we are 
the only practical non-partisan bodyin this 
community. The position that we took on 
Oct. 6 was in harmony withy every previous 
position taken by this club. lieve 
in party, but 1 also believe that there 
comes a time when men should be superior to 
party, and that time comes when a nominee is 
unworthy of our support. Gen. Catlin’s personal. 
reputation will not justify his election, because 
his promises are not likely to be kept. I ap- 
peal to you whether the reputation of the 
Republican candidate justifies a confidence 
in his promises. [Cries of * Yes,” ** No,” and 
cheers.] If it does not, then how far are we 
bound by party ties? So far as Il am concerned, 
and I stand wrmly on the principles of this 
club, I say, if to save the party organi- 
zation it is necessary to vote for unworthy 
men, let the party go down and 0on 
its ruins we will build a better party. ([Cheers.] 
The issue to-day isa pure question of personal 
reputation, and it seems to me that in the pres- 
ent emergency it will not be safe to trust 
our municipal reforms in the hands of the 
nominee of the Republican Party. We have a 
candidate in the person of John B. Woodward, 
who fulfills all the requirements for which 
this club has contended for so many years. I 
appeal to you in behalf of the traditions of the 
club in the past, in bebaif of honest administra- 
tion of our municipal affairs, not to reject these 
resolutions, but to pass them with the same 
unanimity which characterized your action in 
the memorable campaigns of 1881 and 1883,” 

R. H. Thomas, on behalf of the Executive and 
Advisory Committee, seconded the resolutions. 
“We have to deal,” he said, “with the 
future, and not with the past, and we must 
work for the future. This meeting marks 
a crisis in the history of ourclub. If we have 
the boldness and manliness to-night to take an 
independent stand with regard to local politics, 
our future as an influential club in this com- 
munity is assured.” 

When the debate was fairly opened 8. L. Wood- 
house tried to induce the club to indorse neither 
of the candidates for the Mayoralty, but to re- 
main on neutral ground. Mr. Woodhouse got 
into difficulties with hisaudience at the outset 
of his speech by calling the independent voters 
the *“*scum.” Just as the machine men were 
getting warmed up Mr. Woodhouse gave them 
a cold shower bath by declaring that he d’d not 
like Catlin and should not vote for him, only ne 
did not want to vote for Woodward. 

The first out-and-out machine man to get the 
floor and urge the indorsement of Catlin was F. 

B. Candler, a rapid speaker, who used his arms 
as energetically as he did bis lungs and stirred 
his sympathizers intoa frenzy of enthusiasm. 
He said that it would destroy the club to indorse 
Woodward. 8.B,Duryea made a violent oratorical 
rush at the independents, and was followed by 
a milder form of argumentative opposition 
from William E. Osborne, who contended that 
the club had no business to desert its 
party because it did not like the meth- 
ods by which a candidate was nominated. 
Gen. oodward's nomination, he claimed, 
was the result of the worst kind of a party deal. 
The citizens’ boom got another lift from the 
Rev. John Ray Thompson, who pegres bot shot 
into bossism, and urged the club to stand man- 
fully for non-partisan rule in municipal affairs. 
= ee Catiin, he said, would be political 
suicide, 

The pot of debate was boiling right merrily at 
1 o’clock when a vote was clamored for, but J. 
R. Chittenden took tbe platform and put his 
shouidera to the Woodward movement. With 
added fuel the fire blazed. brisker tban ever for 
another hour. H. W. Knight pe oe for Catlin 
vouched for his personal integrity, and 
endeavored to establish seme relation between 
the bloody snirt and prscuiyn Rottice.

Ide, President of the Brooklyn Temperance 
Union, spoke for Woodward and non-partisan 
municipal rule. O. 8. Van Waggoner wanted to 
know why “that infernal nuisance,” Albert 
Daggett, was allowed to manipulate city poli- 
tics, and u the club to sit down hard upon 
him before it did anything else. R. B. Leich ac- 
cused Woodward of being a cast-off McLaughiin 
Democrat, 

The first vote taken was on an amendment to 
the report indorsing Catlin instead of Wood- 
ward. There was a roar of voices on both sides, 
but the Chair decided that the “noes’* were in 
the majority. There was a clamor for the roll 
call, and it was ordered. A great many men got 
tired before it was finished, and went away with- 
out voting. It took until 12:45 to read about 
600 out of 800 names. 

On the amendment to indorse the nom- 
ination of Gen. Catlin 623 votes were 
cast. The amendment was lost, but 
243 members voting in its favor to 880 against 
it. The result was hailed with loud cheers by 
the friends of Gen. Woodward. 

The first amendment, that the club 
take no action, was lost by a 
decisive viva voce vote. The resolu- 
tions of the committees indorsing Gen. Wood- 
ward were then put, and declared carried by 
the Chair. A division was called for, and 
on a rising vote the trieuds of Gen. 
Woodward showed two to one, The re- 
sult was announced to late pedestrians 
by a loud shout, followed by three ringing 
cheers for Wooaward, and the Young Repub- 
lican Club, at 1:20 o’clock this morning, ad- 
journed.

HOME RULE IN BROOKLYN. 
ENTHUSIASTIC MEETING IN FAVOR OF 
GEN. WOODWARD. 


The mass meeting at the Brooklyn 
Academy of Music last evening, under the 
auspices of the Citizens’ Committee, brought 
together earnest speakers and an appreciative 
audience, and was a thorough success. The stage 
was crowded to the wings for its full depth 
with members of the Citizens’ Committee 
and with men like Mayor Low, Demas 
Barnes. Stewart L. Woodford and Ripley 
Ropes, who were there to declare their enlist- 
ment in the cause of home rule on a non-partisan 
basis, and among the audience, which filled all 
the galleries aswell asthe floor, many being 
obliged to stand all the evening for lack of 
seats, were Democrats, Republicans, and In- 
dependents. It was an enthusiastic meeting 
from the beginning and up to the time of its dis- 
miesal, when speaking had been going on for 
nearly three hours, persons unable to get seats 
still fringed the outer rows of seats. 

Mayor Low's receptioa was most hearty when 
he rose to speak. Quickly pricking the surface 
appearence of the triangular contest for the 
Mayoralty, he said three ideas were really striv- 
ing for mastery. Theidea represented by Mr. 
Whitney was that of party rule for Brooklyn. 
The Republicans, on the other hand, promised 
through Gen. Catlin party rule on a non- 
partisan basis. whatever that might mean. 
The third idea, as represented in Gen. 
Woodward's candidacy, was that the city 
affairs ought to be conducted in the interests 
of the city, of the ofty only, and of the whole 
city. The question before voters was thus sim- 
ply to whom should the Mayor be responsible, 
to the citizens or to one of the national parties 
whose issues did not concern municipal affairs. 
Mayor Low thought, since the attention of other 
cities was now directed to Brooklyn as a model 
of shome rule, that it would be like turning the 
back on what had been accomplished to electa 
Mayor who would be responsible to a party 
rather than to the citizens at large. 

**The experience I fear for Mr. Whitney if he 
were to be elected,” the Mayor said, ‘* recalls the 
utterance of a Judge in a breach of promise 
case, who was informed,on asking the defend- 
ant what he had to say, that the defendant 
would be perfectly willing to marry the woman 
if she would withdraw her stipulation that he 
must live with his mother-in-law. ‘Your 
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defense commands my admiration,’ the 
Judge replied. ‘If your courage’ and 
strength of mind had been given to me 


at your age they would have saved me 2 
years of domestic infelicity. Now, lam unwill- 
ing to enter upon an experiment in home rule 
with a mother-in-law under the same roof. We 
don’t want any mother-in-law of a party steer- 
ing the Mayor of Brooklyn. Unless a popular 
impression does great injustice there is one man 
who is paramountin Democratic councils, If, 
instead of naming a person whose biography we 
Phad to study after he was nominated, this 

erson had secured his own  nomina- 

on, then we might have fought the 
chance of a'responsibie man in the Mayor's chair 
and not behind it.” Passing to a review of Gen. 
Catlin’s candidacy Mayor Low said that how- 
ever high a candidate’s purposes he could not 
escape implied obligations, and if party and city 
interests should conflict he might put the party 
first and Brooklyn second. In a party man 
this would be all right; in the Mayor of 
Brooklyn it was just wrong. The Mayor would 
need sometimes to goto Albany. He might 
meet there a Legislature with a majority against 
his party. He could work te the best advantage 
for the city only if he were free from party ob- 
ligations. Mayor Low discussed the meaning 
of non-partisan eovernment, which he held to 
be a Government in the hanésof men who would 
commend themselves to the people regardless of 
party, and said that such a Government could 
alone establish true home rule as a fixed policy 
for the city. 

E. M. Shepard, President of the Young Men's 
Democratic Club, said the Democratic Conven- 
tion met with the situation made forit. The 
next Mayor wasto be a Democrat. Yet in all 
the public discussion of candidates Mr. Whit- 
ney’s Dame was not breathed until within three 
duys of the convention, and the delegates 
they were ordered for a man 

the majority of them had 
never heard. Mr. Shepard arraigned the 
Democratic platform and the candidate 
for avoiding the civil service issue, and ex- 
plained how false was the impression tnus 
sought to be created that applicants for places 
as firemen and policemen were questioned about 
ancient history and modern science. The Brook- 
lyn system had been commended by every one 
who looked into it,and to no one except the 
Mayor did its success owe sO much as to Gen. 
Woodward. 

Gen. Woodward appeared on the stage at this 
time and was given ¢. most flattering reception, 
the audience rising in its ecthusiasm. He ex- 

ressed bis obligations briefiy. and said that his 
etter of acceptance, given out during the day, 
| ne the views by which he would stand as 

ayor. 

Ex-District Attorney Tenney and Gen. Wood- 
ford spoke afterthis. Mr. Tenney put the vast 
gathering intoa tumult of cheers and applause by 
saying that he had good news—the report of the 
Executive Committee of the Young publican 
Club supporting Gen. Woodward. Gen. Woodford 
quoted freely from statistics to show the mate- 
rial improvement of Brooklyn in four years of 
home rule; while expenses for improving the 
streets, schools, and water had been in excess of 
former administrations, Mayor Low wouid go 
out of office with the city debt reduced by 
$1,750,000. 





COMMANDER GORRINGE AT REST. 

Nyack, N. Y., Oct. 27.—The train on the 
Northern New-Jersey Railroad that reaches 
Sparkill at 11 o'clock A. M. brought to that 
place to-day the remains of Commander Henry 
H. Gorringe, to be taken to Rockland Cemetery 
for interment. The burial was, from choice of 
the relatives, very private. The body was ac- 
companied only by the mother of the deceased 
Commander, his sister, her husband. Dr. ‘r. 
Hiland, of New-York, and the Assistant Rector 
of Grace Church, of that city. Command- 
er Gorringe died July 6, and his re- 
mains were deposited Semaporartiy in New-York. 
The plot selected for the grave is in what is 
known as the third plateau of the cemetery, 
and from it a magnificent view of the Hudson 
River is obtained. Rockland Cemetery is noted 
tor its picturesque scenery, and the relatives of 
Commander Gorringe have chosen one of the 
prettiest spots for his burial place. The services 
at the grave were those of the Episcopal Church 
ritual, and after their conclusion the friends of 
the dead man returned on ap early train to the 
city. A handsome monument will soon be 
erected at the grave.

BULGARIAN TROOPS FIRE: 
FIRST SHOT. 

AN ATTACK ON SERVIAN CUSTOMS OFFICERS 
-~~A DEMAND FROM THE POWERS-—THE 
CZAR AND PRINCH ALEXANDER, 

BELGRADE, Oct. 27.—Reports from the 


‘frontier say that Bulgarian: regulars fired upon - 


Servian customs officials at Negotina and Radu- 
jevao, and that the officials withdrew from their 
posts pending orders, but afterward reoccupied 
them. The latest communication trom the pow- 
ers to the Servian Government promised that 
the status quo ante in Roumelia would be re- 
stored and demanded that the Servian Army be 
demobilized, 

The Servian Government has replied to the 
collective note of the powers, refusing to disarm 
the Servian troops until an equilibrium in the 
Balkans has been restored. The Government is 
angry because the Balkan conference is to be 
held at Constantinople instead of at Vienna or 
Pesth. 

Lonpon, Oct. 27.—A dispatch from St. 
Petersburg received this afternoon states that 
the Czar has agreed to the proposition to make 
Prince Alexander Governor of Eastern Roumelia 
on certain conditions. 

CONSTANTINOPLE, Oct. 27.— The Porte 
continues massing troops at points available for 
offensive operations in Eastern Roumelia in the 
event of extreme measures being resortedto. A 
dispatch from Smyrna to-day says 20,000 men of 
the reserves have gone to Salonica. The Bulga- 
rian Diplomatic Agent, M. Jakofrherow, has in- 
formed the Porte that the Servians invaded Bul- 
garia on Saturday last, but afterward withdrew. 

The Balkan conference will meet formally on 
Thursday, and will adjourn until Saturday. 

St. PETERSBURG, Oct. 27.—The Novoe 
Vremya publishes an interview which its cor- 
respondent at Philippopoiis had with M. 
Karaveloff, the Bulgarian Premier. M. Karave- 


loff denied that Bulgaria had any agreement 
with England or Austria before the Roumelian 
revolution respecting the union of Bulgaria and 
Roumelia, but that they acted on their own re- 
sponsibility in taking the initiative in bringing 
about the union. ‘If there was any instigator 
in the matter,” said the Bulgarian Premier, * it 
was Russia, whose Consul-General at Philippop- 
olis, M. Sorokin, first agitated the union and 
helped to start a newspaper at Philippopolis de- 
voted to the cause of the union with Bulgarian 
money. When I entered the Ministry, believing 
the game dangerous, I stopped the subsidy of the 
Bulgarian Government to the newspaper, and 
also torbade meetings of unionists in Bulgaria.” 
M. Karaveloff reaffirmed the statement that 
Prince Alexander had informed Hussia of the 
intention of Roumelia to unite with Bulgaria, 
and that Roumelia was willing to continue 
Turkish suzerainty, but would not cede an inch 
of territory. In conclusion the Bulgarian 
Premier said: “If Turkey declares war we 
alone are able to raise Macedonia in three days. 
A European war is none of our business and we 
are not alarmed at the armaments of Greece, as 
her army is far from being terrible.” 

The Novoe Vremya and the Moscow Gazette 
state to-day that they are skeptical of the bene- 
fit of the conference of the powers on the 
Roumelian question and fear that it will injure 
Russian interests, 

Russia has warned foreign banks of the prob- 
able early withdrawal of her deposits. The Rus- 
sian press consider this step a political one. 


Vienna, Oct. 27.—M. Nachovich, Bul- 
garian agent here, in an interview to-day, stated 
thatthe Bulgarian Government was willing to 
cede some villages to Servia if the union of Bul- 
garia and Roumelia might thereby be preserved. 


ATHENS, Oct. 27.—The Government has’ 
summoned for active service all members of the 
naval reserve force between the ages of 24 and 
26 vears. 

The Christian Deputies and Notables of Crete 
have sent a patriotic memorial to King George. 





WHAT LONDON TALKS.ABOUT. 
A SENSATION IN THE STEAD TRIAL-—-THE’ 
CAMBRIDGESHIRE STAKES, 

Lonpon, Oct. 27.—Lord Salisbury,.the 
Premier, who yesterday underwent a surgical 
operation, is making steady progress toward re- 
covery. He will address a large meeting in 
London on Nov. 4. 

The trial of Mr. Stead, editor of the Pall Mall - 
Gazette,and the other defendants in the Arm- 
strong abduction case was resumed to-day at 
the Central Criminal Court. A discussion be- 
tween counsel arose respecting portions of the 
testimony of Mrs. Ann Broughton taken yester- 
day. A reference was had to the shorthand notes 
of Justice Lopes,which confirmed the motes of the 
jury, that Mrs. Broughton declared yesterday 
that Mrs. Armstrong said she would never let 
her daughter for immoral purposes. The prose- 


cution subpenaed Dr. Smith, of Harley-street, 
and he deposed that he chloroformed and exam- 
ined Eliza Armstrong and certified to her virgin- 
ity atthe requestof Mr. Stead and Mr. Bram- 
well Booth. his testimony created a sensation. 
Mr. Stead paid Dr. Smitn tnree guineas for the 
examination, which was intended for Mr. Stead’s 
protection. Mrs. Jarrett was in bed, awake, in 
the same room at the time. Dr. Smith wasa 
friend of the Salvation Army. He had never 
performed such an examination before.

CAPT. O’BRIEN’S DEATH. 





THE MYSTERY SURROUNDING THE SHOOTING 
NOT YET EXPLAINED. 

Newsourea, N. Y., Oct. 27.—Dr. Wiggins 
has completed the post-mortem in the case of 
Capt. Edward O’Brien, who was found dead 
from a shot in the bead on Sunday morning. He 
secured the bullet which accomplished the dead- 
ly work. The ball corresponds in size and gen- 
eral appearance to those purchased by O’Brien 
with the revolver last Friday. It was much 
flattened on the end. Dr. Wiggins says the ball 
entered the right temple, passed directly 
through the brain pearly in a straight direc- 


tion, flattening itself against the inner surface 
of tbe skull on the left side. Death un- 


doubtedly ensued instantaneously, and the 
man must have been lying down 
at the time the shot was fired. Tho 


doctor states that while it is possible that it is a 
case of suicide, still in his opinion some one 
other than the deceased man fired the shot. The 
last trace of O’Brien that has been obtained was 
that he visited Tom McCarroll’s saloon on North 
Water-street at about 3 o’clock P. M. on Friday. 
There all trace of bim appears to have been lost, 
A story is told in this city to the effect thata 
young woman named Mary Carro}!l,who resides in 
the northern part of the city, with a male escort, 
on Saturday afternoon about 5 o’clock meta man 
coming into the roadway trom the place where 
the dead man was found the next morning. She 
says that as he passed them he pulled a slouch: 
hat down over his eyes. He was short in stature 
and had arepulsive appearing face. Under one 
arm he carried a package, he ter done up in 
a bandkerchief. . Miss Carroll has viewed the re- 
mains of Capt. O’Brien and asserts confidently 
that he was the man she had met. he police are 
working at the case in the hope that something 
may be found to indicate who ccmmitted the 
deed, if it is a case of murder, as is strongly sus- 
pected. 

It igs now asgerted that the dead man was left- 
handed and never used his right hand except to 
assist the other. It is not deemed probable that 
he would change his habit in this respect for 
the purpose of shooting himself in the right 
temple. Assistant District Attorney Dimmick 
is working at clues with members of the police 
force. It isthought that at the conclusion of 
the inquest on Friday some new light will be 
shed upon the mystery. The body of Capt, 
O’Brien is to be taken te New-York aboard 
his oyster sloop, attached to a tow, and from 
there isto be taken to Canarsie, Long Island, 
his former home, for interment. He was a mem- 
ber of the South Side Lodge, F. ana A. M.,. 
whose members, it is stated, will bury him,

They engaged Mr. Beecher to deliver a lecture 
in that place, and, the night of his coming being 
agreed upon, the hall was hired and a very large 
number of tickets were solid. The young men 
were put to considerable expense in making 
the preliminary arrangements. When the even- 
ing announced for the entertainment arrived 
the hall was crowded, but the lecturer’ 
did not put in an sappearance, und no 
explanation was iven at the time for 
his aosence, nor did he send any notice that he 
could not come. -The audience, after lone wait- 
ing, dispersed and the money taken for tickets 
was refunded. Subsequently Mr. Beecher wrote 
an apologetical letter, saying that he was un- 
avoidably kept away in consequence of urgent 
and unexpected demands upon his time, and 
that in view of the disappuvintment occasioned 
he would come to Suffield and deliver a lecture 
free of cost tothe students. Another date was 
arranged and tickets were sold and the audience 
gathered as before, but Mr. Beecher did net 
fulfill his engagement.

A CONSPIRACY THAT MAY PROVE 
TO BE BLACKMAIL, 

MRS, EDWARD L, MELLON THE WIFE AGAINS? 
WHOM HER HUSBAND’S RELATIVES ARB 


; SAID TO HAVE OONSPIRED. 

* Boston, Oct. 27.—The mterest in the re- 
ported poisoning conspiracy unearthed here 
continues unabated, notwithstanding the fact 
that the scene of activity by the police hag 
shifted to Baltimore, where the whole affair is 
alleged to have originated,if there ever waa 
such a conspiracy, which is doubted now, 
as blackmail is suspected. Advices from 
that city indicate that the  father-in- 
law of the alleged victim is A. L 
Mellon, the manager of the St. James .Hotel, 
one of the most exclusive and fashionable in 
the Monumental City. The mystery in the case 
here is as to what was the influence Mellon 
exerted over the Mrs. Coolidge, who isthe prin- 
cipal conspirator involved inthe singular case. 
Several persons who know her testify that they 
have heard her repeatedly refer to a man ramed, 
Melion whom she seemed to be in fear of. 

This afternoon Mrs. Emma J. Coolidge, the 
woman in question, was taken from the room at 
Police Headquarters, where she has been de-.

Salty-ofthe Long Island Hospital Medical Col-- 
lege, died-yesterday at hishome,.No. 126 Pierre- 
pont-street, Brooklyn. He had been seriously 
ill only sinceSaturday, although.he was-confined 
to his house through the Summer from the 
‘effects. of a cold. Dr..Armor joined the Fagulty 
ofthe Long Island-College in 1866,.aa Professor 
of Therapeutics, Materia Medica, and General 
Pathology. The next year he succeeded Dr. 
Austin Flint, who had resigned, in the Professor- 
ship of Practice of Medicine and Clinical 
Medicine. From that time until the end of the 
ast ng term she attended steadily to col- 
ege duties. He was a frequent contributor to 
medical literature, and built up a large practice 
in Brooklyn. Before moving to Brooklyn Dr, 
Armor had gained a reputation as an instructor 
in mponieine through connection with Western 
medical colleges for nearly 20 years. He was a 
practitioner at Rockford, Ill., for three years, 
beginning in 1844,and was then engaged fora 
course of lectures at the Rush Medical College of 
Chicago.

For several 
years past Chinese have been flocking hither, all 
of whom have prospered in business. Several 
have made fortunes and réturned to China.

Feeling runs high, as the Chinamen have many 
friends among the lower classes—whites as well 
as negroes.

CHALLENGE FOR A RACE, 


The special meeting of the American 
Yacht Club held last evening in the clubrooms, 
No. 574 Fifth-avenue, to consider the report of 
the Regatta Committee awarding the Commo- 
dore’s Cup to the Atalanta, on the ground that 
the Stiletto did not go over the prescribed 


course, resulted in the adoption of 
the report, thus confirming the award 
of the cup. to. the Atalanta. J. 


Herreshoff and the Goulds, father and son, were 
present. Reporters were excluded from the 
meeting, and they were afterward told that the 
discussion over the report was entirely of an 
amicable nature. After the matter was decided 
Mr. Herreshoff proposed to Mr. Gould to join in 
the purchase of a five-hundred-dollar cup to be 
raced for by the Stilleto and Atalanta at the 
beginning of the next yachting season, from 
Fort Adams, Newport Harbor, to Sands Point, 
Long Island, a distance of 150 miles.

SLAVERY AND THE CONFEDERACY. 

An anonymous correspondent of the Sa- 
vannah (Ga.) News relates the following: “In 
1864 the Hon. L. Q. C. Lamar, now Sccretary of 
the Interior, returned from Europe, where he 
had interviewed in Europe Henry John Temple, 
(Lord Palmerston,) then Premier, and also Na- 
poleon Ill, of france, and he brought home 
with him assurance from them that all that was 
required by the Confederate Government for 
its recognition was an assurance that slavery 
would be abolished. He diligently sought to 
impress upon the members of the Confederate 
Cabinet the importance of such a move, and 
probably upor Mr. Davis also, and that Congress 
should pass an act to the end that slavery should 
be gradually abolished, I am satistied that 
up to this time [1864] no one had ever advanced 
the idea that such an act would insure recogni- 
tion of the Confederacy by the foreign powers. 
There is now residing in this city a centlema 
who was in Richmond at the time to which 
refer, who knew and now knows the Hon. L. Q. 
C. Lamar intimately, and with whom he con- 
versed upon the subject. I hope that for the 
sake of preserving to future generations all of 
the secret history of those times he may be in- 
duced to putin print the facts of the case. If 
he should do so the fact that it comes from bim 
will be sufficient to convince the most skeptical 
that if such proposition was made—and it was a 
proper one—and that the success of the Confead- 
eracy depended on it, the honor belongs to the 
Hon, L. Q. C. Lamar.” 


A SHEEP INTOXICANT. 
From the Portland Oregonian. 
In reference to the statement published 
elsewhere in regard to 200 bucks being poi- 
soned in* Eastern Oregon a gentleman who 


has extensive interests in that section and who 
has spent several years on the sheep ranges 
there gives the following information: Tnere 
is alow weed growing on certain ranges which, 
when eaten by the sheep in the Fa!}, proves 
fatal. The sheep run on these ranges in the 
Spring without damage. Then they are driven 
tothe mountains for the Summer, and when 
they come back on the range in the Fall this 
poison weed is ripe and the seeds have fallen on 
the ground. Tho sheep feed on the weed and 
probabiy the seeds. Presently their ears droop, 
they froth atthe mouth, and their brain js af- 
fected, After standing for a while 1n a dazed 
condition they start off in any direction they 
happen to be headed and keep going till they 
walk overa cliff or into a gully or fall dead. 
They cannot be turned or stopped but walk off 
a bluff as composedly as if it was level ground. 
So far as known there is no cure for sheep 
which have eaten this weed. Cattle and horses 
are not poisoned by it.

WASHINGTON, : Oct. 27.—The commission of the 
House-of Representatives, consisting of Congressmen

LOSSES BY FIRE. 





I. A. Lowe & Co’s slaughter house, just 
over the Lunenberg line, Massachusetts, cooper 
shop, and two icehouses, with contents, consist- 
ing of nearly 200 hogs, 123 of which were dressed;

The insu- 
rance is $19,000, which will cover the loss. 


The Wilkenson-street car stables and 
sheds of the MobileCity Railroad Company wera 
burned yesterday. The fire originated in the 
hay room and spread rapidiy. The buildings, 
valued at $8,000, were destroyed, together with 
40 cars, valued at $16,000. and feed to the value 
of $3,000. Insurance, $10,000. Six small dwell- 
ing houses were also consumed, valued at $3,500. 


At 11 o’clock last night a fire broke out 
in the building at Fulton and Cuff streets owned 
and partly occupied by Martin Kalbfieisch’s 
Sons, manufacturing chemists. The fire wag 
confined to the fourth floor, used by Stillwell & 
Gladding, analytical chemists, whose damage on 
stock is about $500. Ihe damage to tho building 
is estimated to be $1,500. 


Fire last night destroyed the building 
corner Peters and Delard streets, New-Orileans, 
used asa warehouse, where between 800 and 400 
bales of cotton were stored. The building was 
insured in local companies for $4,000. The dam- 
age to the cotton, which belonged to the Chal- 
mette Mills, is estimated at $6,000; fully insured.

HE IS NOT FIT TO BE GOVERNOR. 
Davin B. Hitt isunworthy of the votes 
and the confidence of the people of the 
State of New-York. 

I, Because he is a demagogue, a man 
who seeks the favor of the multitude by 
deceitful arts. The proofs are these: 

1. In his message to the Legislature on the 
6th day of January, 1885, he recommend- 
ed the passage of a ‘‘ Freedom of Worship 
bill.” Freedom of worship and religious 
liberty are guaranteed by Article L, sec- 
tion 3 of the Constitution of the State of 
New-York, and the right is denied to no 
citizen of the State. Gov. HILL’s promise 
was given as a bid for the political favor 
of the supporters of the Freedom of Wor- 
ship bill, a measure which is unnecessary, 
harmful, and is opposed by three-fourths 
of the people of the State. 

. 2. He opposed the Niagara Park bill on 
the false pretense of protecting the small 
taxpayers, and refused to sign it until 
compelled to do so by the pressure of pub- 
lic opinion, which demanded that the 
grounds around Niagara Falls should be 
redeemed from the sharks and sharpers 
and opened to the people. 

3 In his letter replying to the questions 
of the State Workingmen’s Assembly he 
promised without reserve or discrimina- 
tion to sign all the bills suggested by his 
questioners. It would be difficult to im- 
agine a more unmistakable manifestation 
of the demagogic spirit. 

II Because he is and has been the 
tool of political bosses and corruptionists. 
The proofs are these: 

1. In the Legislature of 1871 he spoke 
for, voted for, and labored for all of 
WittraM M. TWEeEn’s bills for increasing 
the opportunities of the ring to plun- 
der the city of New-York. His first 
service to ‘TWEED was. to assist in 
unseating Mr. H. N. TwWomMBLy, a 
Republican member of the Assembly 
lawfully elected from the Seventh Dis- 
trict of New-York. By this step TWEED 
obtained the sure majority needed to pass 
his bills. Among these infamous meas- 
ures were the Two per Cent. Tax Levy 
bill and the bill to consolidate the debt of 
the city and county of New-York, which 
were intended to blind the eyes of the 
taxpayers while the ring thieves plun- 
dered the Treasury. Another was the 
amended registry law, which extended 
the time for the registration of voters 
up to the Saturday night preceding elec- 
tion day, making it impossible to scruti- 
nize the registry and expose frauds. Still 
other bills, mostly charter amendments, 
were described by THE TIMES at the time 
of their passage as destroying every ves- 
tige of popular: government in the city of 
New-York and establishing an oligarchy 
composed of PETER B. SwEENY, WILLIAM 
M. Tweep, RICHARD B. CONNOLLY, and A. 
OaKEY Hau. All of these most corrupt 
and dangerous measures were passed 

without reading on their final passage, and 
without consideration in the Committee of 
the Whole, and Davin B. HILL aided them 
at every stage by his vote and voice. 

2. In the same session of the Legislature 
Mr. HILL reported adversely from the 
Railroad Committee and secured the de- 
featof the bill to repeal the Classification 
act, a law by which Jay GouLp and JaMES 
Fisk, Jr., bad fastened their grip upon 
the Erie Railway, holding it against the 
interests and protests of its stockholders. 
Huu received his pay for this service in 
the shape of an appointment as attorney 
for the Erie Railway. 

8 From July 30, 1870, until June 17, 
1871, Davin B. Hitt and WILLiam M. 
TWEED were the two principal stockhold- 
ers in the Elmira Gazette Company, and 





which Twesp had stolen from the tax- 
payers of this city, defended#fwiep and 
his fellow-thieves after THz Times had 
published the figures showing that they 
had robbed the Treasury of millions. 

4, He vetoed, at the dictation of Huax 





McLavuGHLIN, two bills providing that

THE OFFICE BROKERS MUST 
STAND ASIDE, 


For nearly eight months Mr. CLEve- 
LAND has been President of the United 
States. He is an industrious man. He 
rises at an early hour every morning and 
is soon at work. Blessed with good health 
and a strong constitution, he has been 
able to work throughout the day, and 
even into the night, for the people, whose 
servant he is. Midnight finds him at his 
desk, and frequently he has remained 
there until 20’clock inthe morning. And 
yet we are told that, although Congress will 
be in session in less than six weeks from 
to-day prepared to receive the report and 
recommendations which are to be pre- 
sented for its consideration by the chief 
executive officer of fifty-five millions of 








that newspaper, maintained by money 


people, he has not begun to write his mes- 
sage. He has not even been able to read 
the statements’ which his subordinates 
have prepared to serve as a basis for his 
report, or the last reports of the preceding 
Administration. 

Why has this President been forced to 
postpone this part of his work until this 
late day? Simply because the greater 
part of his time has been taken and used 
by the people’s representatives who ap- 
peal to him day after day in behalf of of- 
fice seekers, by politicians out of office 
who come on the same errand, and by the 
people themselves who think they have a 
right to see him and shake his hand. At 
last this long-suffering and hard-working 
Chief Magistrate has decided that his time 
must be used in other ways. It is an- 
nounced that after Nov. 1 the office seek- 
ers must allow him to attend to real 
business. 

Does this great Nation elect a President 
and pay him $50,000 a year in order that 
he may give his time to the office beggars? 
Do the people think that their President 
ought to spend hour after hour in every 
day listening to the arguments of 
Congressmen and politicians who are 
trying to show why John Smith should 
have the Post Office in Podunk? Ought 
the President to neglect the great ques- 
tions of domestic and foreign policy that 
continually arise in the government 
of a mighty and growing Nation, in 


order that he may hear the _ hack- 
neyed speeches of office brokers and 
pore over the recommendations by 


means of which some cross-roads politi- 
cian hopes to get an office? That is the 
belief of the spoilsmen who delude the peo- 
ple and rob them to fill their own pockets 
and increase theirown power. And the 
President has listened and has given his 
time to these spoilsmen because so many 
people have been taught and have come 
to believe that he ought to do so; that he 
should always be ‘‘ accessible ;” that he 
should always be ready to reward a 
‘worker ;” that his hand should always 
be extended to welcome the office beggar, 
the office broker, the casual tourist, and 
the American traveler who desires to see 
all the curiosities. 

When will the people of the United 
States realize that their President can 
serve them best by shutting out these 
bores and selfish politicians and doing the 
work which a President ought to do? The 
time will come when they will be forced 
to do this. Even if our domestic needs 
do not imperatively demand that the 
President’s time shall not be wasted so 
foolishly, our relations to the other great 
powers of the world will by and by 
cause the office brokers to stand aside, A 
nation that must strive without ceasing to 
preserve the liberty and happiness of its 
people at home, and at the same time 
must deal wisely from day to day with 
nations abroad that are directed by the 
world’s ablest men, cannot be well gov- 
erned if its President and his advisers are 
forced by public sentiment to waste their 
time and ability in distributing offices. 
Think of BismMARCK or GLADSTONE doing 
the miserable work that Mr. CLEVELAND 
has done for eight months and at the 
same time governing an empire ! 

All intelligent citizens who ever indulge 
in sober second thought will read with 
pleasure the brief address which the Presi- 
dent issues to-day for their information. 











GEN. WOODWARD’S POLICY. 


Gen. JOHN B. WoopwaRD in accept- 
ing the Citizens’ League nomination for 
Mayor of Brooklyn has defined the policy 
he sustains and which, if elected, he would 
carry out.

The 
charter enables the people of Brooklyn to 
choose one chief agent, one head man- 
ager of their affairs; puts in his 
hands directly and completely the 
greater part of the public business, and 
leaves to the people the task of select- 
ing him and of holding him to his work. 
A candidate who acknowledges no al- 
legiance to party or to party bosses, ‘‘ to 
any manor set of men,” as Gen. Woop- 
WARD puts it, takes these powers, as he 
ought, into his own hands, and can put 
in no excuse if he does not use them 
rightly. He is free alike from favor or 
fear. He knows that -the people can 
trace every act of his, can judge it fully 
and accurately, and can and will mete 
out to him his just award of praise or 
blame. Gen. Woopwarp is, therefore, 
in exactly the position to give Brooklyn 
the full advantage of its admirable sys- 
tem. Neither Gen. CATLIN nor Mr. 
WHITNEY could do so if he wished. 

Gen. Woopwakb, in his letter, speci- 
fies what he means by independence. He 
says: ‘‘In making appointments, promo- 
tions, and removals in the municipal serv- 
ice no reference whatever should be had 
to the political views of those who are ap- 
pointed, promoted, or removed. Fitness 








alone should be considered. Entrance 
into the public service of our city should 
be thrown open to the competition of 
every citizen upon open, impartial, and 
practical tests.” This is common sense. 
It is a business man’s views of public busi- 
ness, It is, moreover, exactly what the 
law now requires. No other view could 
be carried out without a violation of the 
spirit and letter of the statutes with ref- 
erence to the municipal civil service. But 
it is of the highest importance to have the 
enforcement of the law in the hands of 
men who believe in it. Gen. WooDWARD 
does believe in it. He would, as Mayor 
Low did, use his powers in accordance 
with the purpose of the law if there had 
been no law toapply. That is the differ- 
ence between him and Gen. CaTLIN or 
Mr. WHITNEY. One cannot imagine either 
of these gentlemen conducting the civil 
service of the city with ‘‘ no reference 
whatever to the political views of” those 
in it or trying to get in it. Probably 
neither one would try to openly defy or 
ignore the law, but neither of them could 
be trusted to do what is required in order 
that the law shall be faithfully car- 
ried out. Its whole machinery would 
be in the hands of the Mayor. The 
officers who frame and conduct the 
competitive examinations and decide on 


the standing of competitors must be 
chosen by him. The officers who make 


the appointments from those standing 
highest must be named by him. Every 
step in the process is subject to his con- 
trol, and at every step evasion would be 
easy. Either Gen. CaTLIN or Mr. WHIT- 
NEY would be sorely tempted to permit 
evasion. Gen. WoopwarpD could neither 
be tempted nor forced to do so. Ifthe 
people of Brooklyn want a non-partisan 
service they can only get it from a Mayor 
who is not a partisan. 

To Gen. WoopWaRD’s sincerity and his 
unqualified profession of independence he 
adds the guarantees of a well established 
character and known ability. What he 
promises he is abundantly capable of per- 
forming. He hasa thorough knowledge 
of public affairs. He has sound business 
training and ample experience in success- 
ful business management. He is, in the 
fullest sense of the word, the business 
men’s candidate, and they cannot afford 
not to elect him. 








THE ANTI-VACCINATION LEAGUE, 


In ordinary times a person who pro- 
fesses himself opposed to vaccination and 
talks and writes against it may contribute 
to the amusement of his neighbors, In 
spite of his absurdity upon this point he 
may be a good citizen and upon most mat- 
ters a man of sense, although it is hard to 
believe that a man who cherishes a belief 
in spite of an overwhelming mass of testi- 
mony against it and of the absence of any 
evidence whatever in its favor can de- 
serve to have his judgment trusted about 
anything. 

But when an epidemic of smallpox is 
actually imminent, aman who publicly 
opposes vaccination is no longer a harm- 
less eccentric. He is simply a public 
enemy, who is doing his utmost to ex- 
pose the community he lives in to a fright- 
ful pestilence, and there is no other way 
of treating him than that which is appro- 
priate to an evil-doer. 


These observations apply to the ‘‘ Anti- 
Vaccination League” of this city which 
is making the most preposterous at- 
tempts to reverse the lessons of history 
in order to persuade people that they are 
no safer with vaccination than without it. 
The attempt to prove anything by statis- 
tics before this century is absurd. It is 
only within this century that statistics of 
any kind have been so collected as to ren- 
der them worthy of confidence, and vital 
statistics of an earlier date than thirty or 
forty years ago are absolutely worthless. 
The plain facts are that smallpox was 
formerly more dreaded, and with more 
reason, than any contagious disease 
is now; that its ravages were felt 
in all countries and in all classes of so- 
ciety, and that there was no method 
known of averting or even of mitigating 
its ravages. After vaccination was intro- 
duced the danger from an epidemic of 
smallpox diminished in proportion as this 
mode of prevention was practiced. Small- 
pox continued to be as terrible as it once 
was everywhere only in those countries 
or districts in which the practice of vac- 
cination was not general. A man who 
cannot see that the connection between 
the advance of vaccination and the de- 
cline of smallpox is causal is simply de- 
void of the reasoning powers which enti- 
tle him to form an opinion which any- 
body else is bound to respect. 

The epidemic which has given occasion 
for the latest and most irritating display 
of the foolishness of the, Anti- Vaccination 
League is itself an exposure of that fool- 
ishness. The deaths from smallpox in 
Montreal are classified as those of Roman 
Catholics and Protestants. This scems an 
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28, 1885. 
invidious distinction, but really’ it is 
not so, becaus@ it so happens that 
the type of Roman Catholicism prév- 
alent in Lower Canada is arrayed 
in opposition t& vaccination and has 
a” preference for the exhibition of 
images and relics as a more efficient 
method of warding off the disease. The 
French Catholics have distinguished them- 
selves by their aversion and in some cases 
their violent resistance to the taking of 
those sanitary precautions against the 
smallpox of which the most important is 
vaccination. The result is that of the 
1,880 deaths reported in Montreal 25 only 
are those of Protestants, the remaining 
1,855 being those of Roman Catholics. 

This is one of the facts which not only 
justify compulsory vaccination, but im- 
pose itas a duty upon all civilized com- 
munities, especially when they are threat- 
ened with an invasion of smallpox from 
communities in which this duty has been 
neglected. Our authorities along the 
border are properly insisting upon the 
vaccination of all persons arriving from 
infected places, as well as of the inhab- 
itants threatened by the immigration 
of these persons. It is true that 
blood poisons other than the poi- 
son of smallpox may be conveyed by 
vaccination, provided the virus for vac- 
cination be taken from human subjects. 
An agitation against the use of such ma-. 
terial for vaccination would be entirely- 
proper if there were any occasion for it, 
and is proper so far as there is any occa-. 
sion for it. Butcompulsory and universal 
vaccination is s0 nearly complete a safe- 
guard against smallpox that there is 
no excuse for not applying it. That 
a man is incapable of arguing from 
premises to conclusions is no reason why 
he should be exempted from a precaution 
taken in the interests of his neighbors as 
well as of himself. Neither ignorance 
nor imbecility can justify any person in 
establishing himself as a distributing cen- 
tre of pestilence. For which reason the 
sanitary: authorities should not forhear, 
when occasion arises, to subject every 
member of the Anti-Vaccination League 
to compulsory vaccination.

DR.SCHLIEMANN’'S FORTHCOMING WORK 
From the London Athenceum. 

Great curiosity is felt regarding Dr. 
Schliemann’s forthcoming work on Tiryus, just 
announced by Mr. Murray. It is well known 
that the work was printed in its four simultane- 
ous editions, for England, France, Germany, 
and America, six months ago. But no sooner 
were the last proofs corrected than most im- 
portant discoveries were made at Tiryus by the 
excavations again begun at Dr. Schliemann’s éx- 
pense, under the able direction of his. architect, 
Dr. Dirpfeld. The results of these discoveries 
were telegraphed to the author during his visit 
to England in the early part of the Summer, 
when some account of them was also given in 
the Atheneum. lt was hoped that these new 
discoveries might have been dealt with in an ap- 
pendix or fresh chapter, but the recent revela- 
tions have necessitated the preparing of quitea 
different ground plan from that already printed. 
The workmen have now struck a deeper level, 
and laia bare the walis of buildings of an earlier 
date than any hitherto suspected. How the 
difficulty is got over will presently appear.

EGGS FROM ANCONA, 
TER 

From the Pall Mall Gazette. 
One of the duties of our Consuls abroad 
is to report upon the trade and commerce of 
their districts, in order to afford usa knowledge 
of the business transacted there and the best 
manner of turning such information to our own 


account. The report just published in a blue 
book: from Vice-Consul Tomassini on the trade 
of Ancona, in Italy, affords an excellent exam- 
ple of what such a document ought to be. it is 
entirely devoted to eggs, the exportation of 
which to England commenced but 10 years 
since, and now has assumed such large propor- 
tions that 520 railway trucks, of 10 tons each, 
are required for their transport. The trade in- 
creases every year, and now amounts to ahout 
75,000,000 eggs per annum. Of these, 50,000,- 
00U are forwarded by rail to England, and 
the) remainder to Switzerland, Germany, 
Belgium, and Holland. They are packed in 
straw in long boxes of ary white wood, weigh- 
ing about 250 pounds each and containing 1,440 
eggs. The boxes are divided in halves by a 
board, and when sawn through form two boxes, 
720 each, without touching the contents. For 
the convenience of the Custom Houses they are 
80 constituted that a pointed iron rod can, if 
necessary, be thrust through them, so as to 
prove without unpacking that they cortain 
nothing in the shape of bottles or packages of 
tobacco. These eggs are collected in the district 
around Ancona and the neighboring towns. 
Last year their price on the spot varied from £1 
10s. to £3 168. per 1,000,and must have afforded 
considerable profit to the industrious and pru.- 
dent peasants of the district; otherwise their 
production would not have increased so rapidly. 

The railway tiansit from Ancona to London 
varies from six to seven days, and the chargeg 
upon a truck of 10 tons are about £40. In the 
Summer months, in consequence of the eggs 
being exposed to* the rays of the sun, they 
suffer deterioration, but in Winter and Spring 
they can be preserved for weeks. and therefore, 
says the Consul, “I am under the impression 
there is a possibility of this exportation being 
worth tne consideration of sbip owners,especially 
those having steamers trading to the Adriatic. 
If they would accepta freight of 50s. to 60s. aton. 
and make this port the tinal one on their home- 
ward voyage direct for London, they could 
always obtain from fifty to a hundred tons 
of eggs here.”” When the export of eggs from 
the Province of Ancona first commencea about 
1874 the only route then open was via Mount 
Cenis, Paris, and Dieppe or Boulogne. The time 
then occupied varied from 12 to 16 days, and the 
charges upoo a truck of 10 tons amounted to 
about £64 to London. Upon the opening of the 
St. Gothard route a strong competition arose in 
the price of transport and saving of time. Dur- 
ing the last few years four-fifths of all the eggs 
exported were forwarded via St. Gothara, Ant- 
werp, and Queenborough; however, the French 
railways are now trying to doall they can to re- 
gain this important traflic, which they had al- 
most entirely lost. 

f each hen on an average laid 100 eggs a year, 
in Ancona there are half a miilion of hens de- 
voting their lives to supply British wants, while 
250,000 more favor the Swiss, Germans, Belgians, 
and Dutch. This enormous amount from a sin-< 
gie district arises from the system of smull 
farms and peasant proprietors. Strange to say, 
poultry rearing has never been found to pay in 
this country when worked on a large scale. 
Within the last twenty years hundreds of lim- 
ited companies have been established to carry 
on poultry rearing, but we have not heard of 
any proving a permanent success. Generally 
some disease caused by large numbers of fowls 
in one place carries off the stock and ruins the 
profit. Should the subdivision of Jand now 
so much talked of be carried out it will cause a 
considerable increase in the production of eggs 
and poultry, as every smail land owner keeps 
some.

. KENTUCKY MARRIAGES IN INDIANA: 
from the Indianapolis Times, Oct. 23. 

The city of Jeffersonville, on our south- 

ern border, is becoming a sort of Gretna Green 

for runaway couples from Kentucky. Eloping 


is very fashionable in Kentucky, and it is re- 
garded by young people as quite the proper 
caper to elude their parents and guardians and 
skip across the border to have the nuptial knot 
tied. Such marriages are frequent, three or 
four having occurred during this week. 
That is about the average during the 
months immediately preceding the advent 
of cold weather and in the Spring, when a 
oung man’s fancy lightly turns to thoughts of 
ove. The Times does not write to discourage 
matrimony nor to throw any obstacle in the 
way of those who, being full of life, are in pur- 
suit of liberty and happiness, but there is a legal 
point Involved that may prove embarrassing to 
everybody. The law of Indiana forbids any 
preacher or magistrate from solemnizing a mar- 
riage unless the parties thereto shall produce a 
license issued by the clerk of the county in which 
the female resides, and it requires that the fe« 
male, if a minor, shall have resided in the county 
one month preceding the application, before 
such license shall issue. A clerk who issues a 
marriage license contrary to the provisions of 
the law may be prosecuted and fined, and it is 
made the duty of the prosecuting attorneys to 
prosecute all such suits. No marriage in this 
State is void or voidable for want of a license, 
but arunaway match from Kentucky is uot 
made any more binding by a license issued in 
Indiana. The license may be a pleasant mementa 
for the high contracting parties, if they snould 
ever vant to prove their marriage, but it adds 
notbing to the binding force of the marriage. 


BROKERS AND THEIR TICKETS. 
Burrato, N. Y., Oct. 27.—The passenger 
agents of west-bound roads held an important 
meeting to-day, and the local ticket brokers did 


thesame. An agreement was entered into by 
the brokers not to sell tickets to western points 
for less than the agents of the companies. If 
the roads take decisive action it is pronable 
some of the smaller brokers will withdraw from 
the fight. Several of the brokers have large 
lines of tickets which they can close out at alow 
rate and still make money. Gagofiice has about 
$6,000 worth of cheap New-York tickets, while 
another broker holds New-York tickets whicb 

at the Summer rate, cost him about $3,000, an

‘THE CIVIL SERVICE BOARD AND 
THE PLACE HUNTERS, 

MB. EATON’S PLACE DECLINED BY THE HON. 
AUGUSTUS SCHOONMAKER—THE PRESI- 
DENT SHUTS OUT OFFICE SEEKERS. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 27.—The Hon. Augus- 
tus Schoonmaker, of the New-York State Civil 
Service Commission, who has been here on a 
short visit, returned to New-York this after- 
noon after he had discussed with the Pres- 
ident an offer made three weeks ago 
that he should take the place vacated by 
the Hon. Dorman B. Eaton. When the Presi- 
dent made the suggestion that he would like to 
have Mr. Schoonmaker occupy the office he 
gave him time for refiection. Mr. Schoonmaker, 
after considering the proposition, came to the 
conclusion that he could not afford to accept 
the appointment, and answered in the negative. 
Persons who know Mr. Schoonmaker and who 
admire his character and his abilities as a public 
officer are not disposed to accept this an- 
swer as conclusive, and hope to hear 
that he has been persuaded during his 
talk with the President to reconsider his 
determination not to accept the office. There 
is no truth in the reports that Mr. Codman or 
Mr. Prince, of Massachusetts, have again been 
asked to accept nomination for places on the 
Civil Service Commission. It is probable that 
in making up the new commission the President 
will give his appointees a different understand- 
ing of their duties than those entertained by the 
present Commissioners. The law does not de- 
mand, and the President is convinced that it did 
not intend, that Commissioners were to be ob- 
tained of the character required, who would 
for the salary allowed be expected to 
reside constantly in Washington and devote 
their entire time to the work set them. It is 
understood that the President expects that the 
new Commissioners will organize the work of 
the commission so that it will run without the 
constant personal supervision of all the Com- 
missioners. Heretofore there has been no or- 
ganization of the board, but a tacit arrange- 
ment, by which each of the Commissioners in 
turn opened the mail and acted as President. 
When the new commission is organized it will 
probably be with two Democratic members and 
one Republican, and with a Democrat as Presi- 
dent of the Board. The task of securing proper 
men is admitted by the President to be one of 
the most difficult he bas had since he came to 
the White House. He has several names of can- 
didates under consideration, but has not settled 
onany yet. Should Mr. Schoonmaker decide to 
accept, the task would he greatly lightened and 
the public be at once assured that the work of 
the commission would be in capable hands, at 
least so far as one member was concerned. 

An extraordivary interest is being manifested 
herein the electionso soonto take place in 
New-York. Every man who comes from the 
metropolis is seized and asked for an opinion. 
Every leading Democrat who expresses views 
for publication predicts Hill’s election. Mr. 
Randall, for instance, puts Kings County and 
New-York down for 60,000 majority, without 
stopping to notice that such a major- 
ity would show dill to be relatively 
more popular than Cleveland was in 
1884, and be does not believe the Republicans 
can bring a tnajority downto Harlem River big 
enough to wipes out 60,000. Mr. Randall, how- 
ever, is more confidentin his talk than some of 
the other visitors and some of the New-York 
Democrats in the departments. One Democrat. 
whose views are published here to-night, said 
thatthe State would certainly go Republican. 
He expected many votes to be traded off for the 
local ticket in New-York City, and in addi- 
tion to that he thought that many of 
the Democrats who were not satisfied with 
the way they had been treated by the Adminis- 
tration would refuse to vote forthe party. One 
of the high Government officials under the new 
Administration, who takes a great interest in 
the politics of the Empire State, expressed the 
opinion to a reporter that the result was very 
doubtful. The Democrats expect to lose from 
three sources and gain from only two. The 
Mugwumps will go back to the Republican 
Party, and they willtake with them many silk- 
stocking Democrats. Then the dissatisfied 
‘“* workers” won't work, or else will trude their 
votes for local patronage. 

At iast the President’s patience has become 
exhausted, and in self-defense he has decided that 
his time shall not be altogether appropriated by 
otfice seekers and men Who are assisting office 
seekers. Week after week since the 4th of 
March the library at the White House has been 
visited, except for the brief period of the Presi- 
dent’s vacation, by persons who poured into his 
ears the same oid stories, differing only in form 
in the items of names and localities. Some of 
his visitora, Senators and Representatives 
in Congress, have held their rooms at 
botels or boarding houses since the inuueura- 
tion. and there are several of them of whom it 
can be asserted that they have not missed a 
daily visit to the White House, except when 
prevented by the rule of occasional exclusion, 
by illness, or by infrequent and briéf absences 
to renew acquaintance with their families. 
Some of these visitors have helped the Presi- 
dent, and others have shamefully misled and 
annoyed him. The whole number has so monop- 
olized his time that he has not had sufficient op- 
portunity to devote to the consideration of 

uestions which he will expected to 

iscuss in his message to Congress. That 
message has not yet been begun, but the 
work of preparirg it has to be faced. In order 
to be able to take it up and pursue it without 
fear of interruption the President has decided 
to cut off the office seekers after Nov. 1, to give 

eneral business cailers an hour on Mondays, 

Vednesdaye, and Fridays, and to keep those 
hours of Tuesdays and Thursdays not occupied 
in Cavinet meetings and Saturdays entirely for 
the consideration of business that demands at- 
tention and that should not be postponed on ac- 
count of eager patronage hunters, In order that 
there shall be no misunderstanding about this 
decision, the President has authorized the fol- 
lowing notice to be issued: 

EXECUTIVE MANSION, Oct. 27, 1885. 

For nearly eight months a large share of the time of 
the President has been devoted to the hearing of ap- 
plications for office and the determination of appoint- 
ments. Much of thetimethus spent has undoubtedly 
zubserved the public good; some of it has been sacri- 
ficed tothe indulgence of people in their natural in- 
sistence upon useless interviews, and some of 
it bas been wunjustifiably wasted. The public 
welfare and a due regard for the claims of 
those whose interest in the Government are entirely 
disconnected with officelholding,‘imperatively demand 
that in the future the time of the President should be 
differentiy occupied, and he confidently expects that 
all good citizens will acquiesce in the propriety and 
reasonableness of the following plan asdoptedto that 
end: After the lst day of November the Presicent 
will decline to grant interviews to those seeking public 
positions or their advocates. On Mondsys. Wednes- 
days. and Fridays during that month, from 10to il 
p’clock In the morning. he will receive such other per- 
sons as Call on strictly public business, and on the same 
days, at 1:30 in the afternoon, he wilimeet those who 
merely desire to pay their respects. On all other days 
and times during that month he will receive only Cabi- 
eet officers and heads of departments,

SOME OF THEM SPEAK AT 4 NOISY MEET- 
ING IN STEINWAY Hatt. 


New-York County Democrats made 
wérty last night up in the vicinity 6f Unidii- 
square. Two or three dollars worth of red fire, 
a good deal of bad tobacco smoke, and two 
squads of special policemen enlivened the 
scene, anda half dozen professional humorists 
entertained an audience that oscillated 
between the inside of Steinway Hall and 
a little ‘“ overfiow meeting” in the 
street, useful chiefiy as a cover for adjacent 
beer saloons. One hundred stiff-backed, hard- 
bottomed chairs satonthe stage in Steinway 
Hall. They were forthe use of the 100 Vice- 
Presidents chosen for the “grand ratifica- 


tion meeting to indorse the Democratic 
State and county nominations;” and in the 
jist of 100 distinguished Democrats were 
the names of Samuel J. Tilden, William R. 
Grace, Abram S. Hewitt, William C. Whitney, 
Jacob Loriliard, President Simmons, of the 
Stock Exchange; William Lummis, Anson 
Phelps Stokes, Herman Oelrichs, Samuel J. Ran- 
dall, Secretary Manning, Gov. Leon Abbett, 
n. Slocum, A. J. Curtin, Edwara Cooper, 
Charies A. Dana, William L. Cole, Algernon 8, 
Sullivan, Gen. Hancock, and others whose names 
are ulmost as familiar as catch words at Demo- 
cratic meetings. 4 

But these distinguished gentlemen did not sit 
in the chairs set apart forthem. Thestool put 
conspicuously at the front for the perennial 
Samuel J. Tilden rocked under the form of Mr. 
Rand Guggenheimer; Mr. Hugh Ferrigan hid 
the label of Gen. Hancock, Secretary Man- 
ning's chair was filled by Alex Reitlinger, Michael 
McKenna took the place of Congressman Randall 
and the double of Mr. Charies A. Dana ap- 
peared in the person of a gentleman named 
Schickel. Even Collector Hedden and the Hon. 
Nicholas Muller were not present, ana Hubert 
QO. Thompson kept away, even as did theeminent 
Mr. Sterling, of Brooklyn. None of the brightest 
lights of the party were there; they can read 
and their personal copies of their State 
platform furnish all the humor tbey want 
without the need of staying out late at night 
for hilarity. Good Democratic newspapers, 
however, will print this morning a long list of 
“among those present were,” and the list will 
start off with these most distinguished patrony- 
mics: Ed P. Steers, John McGlensy, Patrick 
Wolf, James Conner, John E. Ahearn, Major 
Thomas Bogan, John P. Gaw, Peter’ Noonan, 
Jobn Shea, Christopher Korner, James William 
O'Brien, Peter H. Jobes, ‘‘and many others.” 

It was in more than one way a great as- 
semblage. The audience, with its choice assort- 
ment of short pipe stems, was quite as fine look- 
ing as anything that was displayed on the plat- 
form. Mr. Converse, of Ohio, who by some mis- 
hap is a Congressman, was the orator imported 
for the evening. He told a lot of amusing 
stories about how good the Democratic Party is 
and always has been, and how Grover Cleve- 
land is the natural product of that party 
—pretty suggestions at which his audience fair- 
ly howled in its merriment. Some impertinent 
and unfeeling wretch in the audience wanted to 
know something about Ohio, but his rudeness 
was checked by the audience that didn’t propose 
to have its evening of fun speckled over 
by dashes of fact. But Orator Converse’s 
evening was spoiled. He looked solemn 
and was silent. Then, with a cry that 
shoulda have appealed to every human heartin 
that Democratic clan, he wailed, **‘We wanta 
change, my friends; we wantachange!” And 
Orator Converse sat down on his hard-bottomed 
chair with a plumpness that the crowd evidently 
thought was some how or other funnier than 
anything else the eminent gentleman trom the 
West had said or done al! the evening through. 

Then John R. Fellows was given a chance. 
And how he popped up and down over the big 
piatform, and how he monkeyed with the Eng- 
lish language. And on what free and easy terms 
with cold facts Mr. Fellows put himself. Two 
toings he sailed out to do, as he explained 
with a wealth of original eloquence; 
one was to scour clean the record of 
Andrew J. White and the other was to show 
what a noble-hearted, pure-souled patriot is 
David B. Hill. He devoted 50 minutes to 
“ Andy” and gave half as much to “Dave.” All 
the mysteries of Mr. White’s ‘*contracts” were 
made plain. It was shown with unmistakable 
clearness that *““Andy*’ White loses each year 
ust $16,000 on the city contracts he holas. 

e takes the contracts only because his public 
spirit prompts him continually to philanthropy. 
Tnere is not one thing unselfish in the contracts; 
it is all for the city’s good; if it was a matter of 
base profit to *“ Andy,” “Andy” would throw 
the contracts overboard. There is no question- 
ing this; Fellows swore it with adjective on ad- 
jective. And no one who listened last night— 
any more than those who heed gossip at the City 
Hall—was likely to doubt that John R. Fellows 
has an intimate acquaintance with ** Andy’s” 
finances. 

But Mr. Orator Fellows was at his best ina 
humorous way when he got to polishing up the 
David B. Hill part of his contract. It was cruel 
and wicked, he said, to revive old stories 
about David’s relations with William M. 
Tweed. It gets tiresome, awfully tiresome, 
insisted the orator. to have to _ listen 
to this eternal talk about Tweed. That 
was ali past. If David BK. had been a Tweed man 
15 years ago, how could it matter now? Let the 
dead past bury ite dead. Mr. Hill was willing to 
forget all about those times; why shouldn’t 
other people? Mr. Hiil was a real nice young 
man, and it was simply shameful to 
punish him for the little indiscretions of 
his Tweed partnership days. Independents, 
quoth Mr. Fellows, independents are the wicked 
people who set themselves up against Mr. Hill. 
What use are independents anyway? he de- 
manded. Theaudience didn’t answer until an 
old man up in the gallery shouted: ‘ Inde- 
pendents, you say, it was the independents that 
sent Cleveland down to Washington.” 

Little Mr. Fellows didn‘t say “Thank you” to 
this bit of information; instead, he branched off 
toan attack upon newspapers that do not let 
men of his stamp map out their editoria! courses. 
Then, with a savage threat against Tammany 
Halil, and a fierce onslaught upon Mr. Hugh J. 
Grant, **the baseball candidate” for Sheriff, lit- 
tle Mr. Fellows pirouetted to the rear, and at 
midnight the band struck up “ Those Tassels on 
Her Boots,” and what remained of the crowd 
got over to the beer saloons with great alacrity. 

Mr. E. Etlery Anderson was chairman of the 
meeting, but with a countenance that was not 
any too cheerful he gave up the post of honor 
to another man and went out of the hall until 
the meeting was almost ready to adjourn. 





THE COLORED STATE FAIR. 

VICKSBURG, Miss., Oct. 27.—The Missis- 
sippi Colored State Fair was opened at Jackson, 
the capital, to-day. Gov. Robert Lowry ad- 
dressed the assembly and declared the fair for- 
mally opened. The speeches of Mr. Montgom- 
ery and Goy. Lowry were to the point and ap- 
propriate. They agreed that this was 
but the beginning of higher achievements 


for the negro race, and that the fair 
would tend to promote ina large degree better 
teeling between the two races. There were 
Prominent men of both races present, among 
the number trom a distance being the Hon. B. 
K. Bruce, ex-Register of the United States 
Treasury. <A large number of people, both 
white and colored, are in attendance. 
The exhibits in the departments are 
verv creditable, and are much larger and 
more varied than wasexpected. There is a fair 
exhibition of —— products of both gar- 
den and fleld. The exhibit by Tugaloo Univer- 
sity, a colored school supported in a great meas- 
ure by this State, is highly creditable in all re- 
spects. The fair is under the control 
and management of colored people ex- 
clusively, and its success is principally 
due to the ener and management of the 
the Hon. James Hill, who is recognized as the 
most prominent and intelligent colored man in 
the State.

THE SIZE OF 1HE WHISKY BARREL. 

CuHicaco, Oct. 27.—Weiler Brothers, 
wholesale liquor dealers, at No, 147 First-ave- 
nue, New-York, recently sold John Lawless, a 
saloon keeper in this city, five barrels of whisky 
stamped by the United States as containing 40 
gallons each and taxed accordingly. There 
was but gallons in each barrel, or a 
shortage of 20 gallons altogether. Law- 
less refused to pay for the quantity thus 
short, and Weller Brothers have brought suit 
to recover $60, the value of the 20 gallons. They 
propose to make a test case of the present suit, 
claiming that the Government should stund any 
loss of the kind. They sue Lawless by agree- 
ment, in order that he may appeal if he loses 
and secure a decision from one of the higher 
courts, they agreeing to do the same if the 
judgment is against them.

UNIONS TORN WIDE APART 


WRONG FONTS TRYING TO RUN 
THE PRINTERS’ ORGANIZATIONS. 
WRY MaNY OF THE CRAPT REFOsE fo 
SUPPORT GOV. HILL-—THE ‘‘GRAVEL 

TRAIN” OFF THE TRACK. 

Evidences are multiplying that Gov. 
‘Hill and bis friends have overdone the labor 
business. Members ot traces unions are growing 
indignant at the idea of handing over their votes 
to Gov. Hill at the command of so-calied leaders. 
Dispatches from many labor centres in the 
State all show that workingmen are awakening 
to the fact that the Governor is a demagogue, 
and that his endeavors to capture their votes 
are those of a cunning politician who will 
promise anything and everything to labor or- 
ganizations, 

The printers are among the earliest to look 
ttiese facts fairly in the face. The members of 
typographical unions are boldly announcing in 
this city to-day that they will not consent to be 
bound by any obligations that deliver their 
votes to Mr. Hill. Inasmuch as their organiza- 
tions are based on the idea that self-protection 
prohibits the recognition of rat employers no 
less than their employes, they fail to see any 
consistency in supporting Mr. Hill, who had 
three strikes 1n his Elmira newspaper office 
while he was the principal owner, and all be- 
cause he refused to pay living wages to 
his printers. It will not do for the Governor’s 
friends to assure them that everything is all 
right in the Eimira newspaper office now, that 
the differences have been adjusted, and that the 
office is now paying union rates. The Labor 
Argus, which is printed in Elmira, telis an 
altogether different story, and one which it cor- 
roborates by facts and figures which printers 
very well understand. ‘the alleged retirement 
of the Governor from the ownership of the 
newspaper does not alter matters. If the Gov- 
ernor has retired, then the printers ask, Why is 
it that as soon as he severs his connection 
with the office so much ado is made 
over its having been transformed into a 
union office? Whyisit that such an eminent 
friend ef labor tolerated rats in the year he was 
openly identified with the office? The Govern- 
or’s attitude toward his printers, no less than 
his professions generaliy of affection for the 
cause of labor, is daily being discussed by the 
printers of this town. It is not too much to say 
that the opposition that these discussions have 
developed against him amounts to a revolt 
against those leaders of the unions who have 
seen fit to espouse the Governor's cause. The 
attitude of the sprightly littie newspaper which 
has advocated the cause of printers, and to 


’ whose support printers generally are contribut- 


ing to their fullest extent, has incensed a great 
many members of the craft, and they no longer 
indorse its course. 

Tne /.abor Argus touches this point very pith- 
ily, and its arguments strike home. In its lust 
issue it said: 

“ The New-York Rovcotter. printed and published by 
New-York Typographical Union, demonstrates be- 
yond a doubt just exactly what its life and aims are in- 
tended for—tne support of the Democratic Party and 
the denouncing of the Republicans. The war upona 
New-York newspaper is used asa cloak to cover the 
realintent. They admit tne wexkness of their polit- 
ical fight when they say: ‘It must not be understood 
that we have anything to say againet Mr. Davenport’s 
personal character. e@ believe himto bea very re- 
spectable man,’ and then proceed to indorsea man 
f avid B. Hill] who for years owned the controlling in- 

erest in,and was President of, a ‘rat’ paper (the 
Elmira Gazette) upon which occurred three strikes from 
1876 to 1882, and every time he (Mr. Hill] succeeded in 
defeating the union; a man whoin opposition tothe 
appeals of the workingmen extended the time of 
grasping contractors upon the Water-street sewer to 
allow them to get men inthe place of the strikers: a 
man who was President of the Gazette Company in 1877 
when the resolutions of the railroad strikers were 
thrown inthe waste basket, and also, in 1848, when 
that company gaveal!l the assistance possible to the 
Western Union Company to aid them in defeating the 
strike of the telegraphers. We desire to call the at- 
tention of all fair-minded men to the dishonorabie 
methods the Boycotter is resorting to in order to carry 
ona warfare that could bave been ended long ago 
ifthe printers of New-York had put politics aside 
and had called upon the Knights of Labor to assist 
them. We have no hesitancy in pronouncing the course 
of the Roycotter a disgrace to the New-York print- 
ers’ union, and the contents published therein an insult 
to every fair-minded trade unionist. We will sanction 
all that can be said against Whitelaw Reid. We will 
copy every boycott issued against the New-York 
Tribune ; but when a lot of politicians ask us to de- 
nounce Brown or anybody else because Brown's grent- 
grandfather’s fourth cousin’s half-sister’s baby ca- 
ressed a cat that came through the yard of the step- 
father of the aunt of the sister of Whitelaw Reid's 
grandmother, we object. We don’t think that trade 
unionism extends that far.” 

The “gravel train,” as the Democratic com- 
mitteemen call the labor movement for Mr. 
Hill, must be off the track. The *“* monster mass 
meeting” held in Union-square Monday night 
was such a tame affair, and the attendance was 
so ridiculously small, that the State Committee 
Was anxiously inguiring about the matter all 
day yesterday. It is no exagyeration to say that 
1,500 men and boys were al] that gathered to 
listen to the speakers at the two stands. The 
meeting was small compared with the small- 
est Butler meetings held a year ago. Nobody 
knows this better than the State Committee, 
and the knowledge has had a very dispiriting in- 
fluence. Great expectations were formed of the 
labor movement, which the Governor has been 
cultivating for months, and to see it peter out, 
as it were, at the very first public demonstration 
was discouraging. he. bringing of ex-Senator 
Thomas F. Grady into the field as a labor advo- 
cate bus damagea the Governor’s cause, and the 
Governor is reported to be considering the advisa- 
bility of canceling Mr. Grady’s engagements. 
Mr. Grady isa white elephant, Whatto do with 
Lim is a problem,

A RAILROAD MACHINIST KILLED. 

READING, Penn., Oct. 27.—At 7:30 o’clock 
this morning passenger engine No. 230 was sent 
up the main line of the Reading Railroad on a 
trial trip. Among the machinists on board was 
John Blessing, aged 23, who was in the engine 
cab with bis head and shoulders out of the cab 
window intently looking at the driving wheels 
of the locomotive. The speed was about 25 miles 
an hour. When near Hamburg Station, where 
a water plug standsin dangerous proximity to 
the road, and before any warning could be con- 
veyed to young Blessing, he was struck on the 
right side of his head by the projecting platform 
of the water plug and killed almost instantly. 
He fell back into the arms of acompanion. The 
train was halted at Hamburg and Blessing car- 
ried to the station, where, after an ineffectual 
effort to speak, he expired. His body was 
brought to Reading this morning. He was 
married only a month ago. 


A MURDERER JL.YNCHED. 
CHATTANOOGA, Tenn., Oct. 27.—Last Fri- 
day night James C. White, a leading merchant 
at Glen Alice, 60 miles from this city, ona the 
Cincinnati Southern Ratlroad, left his store for 
his home, some distance off, but never reached 
there. Saturday morning White’s dead body 


was found lying in the road. Two round bullet 
boles were in his head. John Thompson had been 
seen coming from that direction in great agita- 
tion, and he was suspected of the murder. Hia 
mistress was shadowed by detectives, and on 
Sunday she was followed to his hiding place. 
When arrested he had on his person a pistol with 
two chambers empty and Mr. White’s pocket- 
book, containing $75. Thompson was taken to 
Kingston, Roane County, and lodged in jail. 
This morning a mob of men battered down 
the door of the jail, took ''hompson to the 
identical spot where the dead body of White was 
found, and hanged him toa tree. 








MURDER ON SHIPBOARD. 

ASTORIA, Oregon, Oct. 27.—On the arrival 
of the American ship Olive 8, Southard, from 
New-York, to-day, James Maxwell, a seaman, 
was lodged in jail to await examination on the 
charge of having murdered Thomas Welch, an- 
other seaman, on shipboard on Oct. 16. Dur- 
ing a quarrel Maxwell stabbed Welch in the 
breast. Welch died on the 18tn, and was buried 
at sea.

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POPE BORGIA’S FAMED MAP.

Rome Letter to the London Times. 

I have had thé opportunity, thrétigh the 
kindness of Mgr. Domeéniée Jaedtiil, Secre- 
tary of the Propaganda, of makfag @ long and 
minute examination of that “ precious antiqua- 
rian treasure,” the celebrated map on which 
Alexander VI.. drew the line “qué dominium 
maris inter Johannem, Lusitania Regem, et 
Ferdinandum, Hispaniss Monarcham, dividitur.” 
It forms part of the valuable collection given 
by Cardinal Stefano Borgia to that college, 
and 1s in every respect a most curious and inter- 
esting document. It is planisphere, drawn upon 
large sheets of parchment, so well put together 
that the joinings are imperceptible. It meas~- 
ures 4 feet 9 inches in height—i. ¢. from 
north to south—by 6 feet 11 inches in what 
I may call at length, from the Molucca Islands, 
at the left extremity, to Africa, just exclusive 
of the Red Sea at the other, and it is kept, rolled 
up in a common pusteboard tube, in a cupboard 
among a number of other charts. The map bas 
suffered in many respects from the constant 
usage it must have had now nearly four centu- 
ries ago. Someof the names upon it have been 
so much abraded by handling as to be illegible. 
In a few places it has been aamaged and re- 
paired, and it appears evident to me, for reasons 
that I shali give presently, that a portion of the 
right-hand extremity—which, to make the map 
complete for its purpose, must originally have 
extended from Africa eastward to the Molucca 
Islands again, and have included the Asiatic 
Continent, with China and the East Indies—is 
wanting. 

I must confess that I went to the Propaganda 
in the hope of seeing the line of demarkation as 
it is said to have been drawn by Pope Alexander 
himself, entirely forgetful of the repeated evi- 


“dence research in this city gives that historical 


record which is not positively documentary 
must not be accepted in too literal a sense. 
That Alexander VI. indicated the direction of 
tbe original line himself upon this map there 
can be no doubt, but, much as it might accord 
with the manner of mortal he was, in that 
aspect of evil tame by which he is popularly 
known, it would be inconsistent with his char- 
acteristics as a statesman, given to looking 
with searching scrutiny into questions and 
expecting the same from others, to sup- 
pose that he did no more than take up 
acrayon and make a bold sweep across the map 
from one pole to the other. His famous ‘stroke 
of the pen’—federstrich, as Gregorovius de- 
acribes it—across 5 feet of parchment becomes a 
veritable figure of speech, indeed, as one looks 
atthe mapitis said to have been made upon. 
There are notraces whatever of those indica- 
tions of where the division line was to pass to 
the west of the Azores which Alexander V1. 
may justly be supposedto have made with bis 
own hand upon the map, possibly with plum- 
bago or black or red chalk: the celebrated di- 
vision on this historical document in the Propa- 
ganda being a plain, clearly-ruled, straight line 
from north to south, witha thinner parallel 
linea little to the left of it, while, written 
lengthways—that is, from south to north—in 
two lines between them, is the inscription, in 
square capitals—Linea Divisionis Castelar et 
Portvgaen. 

The line of division, beginning from the south, 
passes northward to the eastof the Straits of 
Magellan, intersects the South American Conti- 
nent from Montevideo, on the Rio de la Plata, 
to the mouth of the Amazon River, and then, 
passing to the east of the West India Islands and 
the Gulf of Mexico, continues northward 
through what appears, from its form and posi- 
tion, to be Nova Scotia. But while the whole 
coast line of the southern continent and the 
West India Islands are covered with names, 
known and no longer known, written, some in 
black and othersin red, there are scarcely any 
names tO places on the nortnern continent, the 
wholearea of what are now the United States be- 
ing indicated on the surface of the continent by 
the words “Terra de Bacalaos,” inscribed in 
ep capitals, and meaning, I suppose, * Land 
of the Codfish.”” 

Such a line drawn from north to south on 
Mercator’s projection and touching Montevideo 
would not intersect the otaer places named, but 
the want of geographical exactness in a map 
drawo four centuries ago, and only a few years 
after the Americas had been discovered, must 
be taken into consideration. As a work of art 
or geographical drawing the map is remarkably 
quaint. There are — galleons sailing on 
the seas, larger than Spain herself. The upper 
part of the South American continent is divided 
perpendicularly by a chain of mountains, which, 
in proportion, would be at least 500 miles in ele- 
vation. To the west of these are the words * Perv 
provintia,” in capitals, and to the east *‘ Mvdvs 
novvs,”’ with, below, a grove of trees, painted in 
colors, as lofty asthe mountain range, and under- 
neath it the word * Brazil,”’ alsoin capitals. The 
Straits of Magellan are conspicuously marked in 
capitals, ** El Streto di Ferdinando de Magal- 
lanes,” in three lines, with, above them, a ship, 
possibly intended to indicate their recent dis- 
covery. In some places, with, perhaps, the in- 
tention of indicating other sovereign or tribu- 
tary rights, the map is illuminated in rich colors 
with figures of enthroned Kings, each about 2 
inches in height, with their names below them, 
also in square capitals. Inthe northern part of 
Peru is the celebrated “Rex Atabalipa.”* To 
the west of the Guif of Mexico is the representa- 
tion of the buildings of a large city, on a bright 
blue field, intersected with what appear to be 
roads leading from it. Itis evidently Mexico, 
not only from its situation, but because 
to the left of it ‘** Rex Mvteezvma” sits en- 
throned; but below it is the name “ Timitistan,”’ 
which I am at a loss to interpret. 

The more important cities of Europe, such as 
Paris, Cologne, Lyons, Toletum, (for Toledo,) 
Belgrade, and some other Eastern cities of 
which the names are illegible, are represented 
by quaint little groups of red-roofed houses. 
Some of the North African cities, such as Fez, 
Constantina, and Cairo, are indicated in the same 
way. There are illuminated hait-figures of the 
African rulers, with their names, R. Fesase, R. 
Tvnis, R. Tremosen. Against the representation 
of Cairo is seated a turbaned Sultan, in red, but 
his name has disappeared; and above, in Asiatic 
Turkey, is a turbaned potentate in green, 
evidently the Grand Turk. But what is ex- 
ceedingly curious is that near the middle of 
Africa, to the southwest of Abyssinia, there 
sits an enthroned Pope, with the tiara on 
his head; and below him again, under the in- 
scription ** Aethopia Interior,” is another tur- 
baned Sultan, who may possibly be Prester 
John. The course of the Nile,a mighty river 
indeed, is traced due south ina wavy line, which 
bifurcates and then, uniting again, continues on 
to a triangular lake, which is fed by three 
streams from an enormous mountain still fur- 
thersouth. Great Britain is represented as trav- 
ersed from east to west by a slightly tortuous 
natural canal, completely dividing Scotland 
from England. Atthe corners and at the mid- 
die of each of the four sidesof the map are 
heads of cherubie oli in clouds with distended 
cheeks lustily blowing the winds. 

But very noteworthy and important features 
in this map are the additions, clearly recogniza- 
bie as such, that were made to it from time to 
time as new discoveries rapidly followed one 
another, very much in the same way, as it may 
be supposed, that additions have been made, and 
willstill be made, tothe maps of that but re- 
cently unknown locality for which the new 
Afghan Frontier Commission has just started. 
Among these are the city of Mexico, the Molucca 
Islands, marked “Insvle Malvche,”’ which were 
not discovered unti! 1510, seven years after the 
death of Alexander VI., and the Straits of Magel- 
lan, discovered in 1520. 

I must now mention that together with this 
map of Alexander VI.’s there is another of a few 

ears’ Jater date, bearing an inscription in Span- 
ish, which commences along the upper margin 
of the parchment thus: *Charta universal en 
que se contiene todo loque del mundo hasta 
agora se ha discubierto: hizola Diego Ribero 
Cosmografo de su Magestad anno de 1529, 
Sevill,” and continues along the lower margin 
as follows: ** La qual se divide en dos partes con- 
forme a la capitulacion que hizieron los Catho- 
licos Reyes de Espana el key Don Juan 
de Portugal en Fontesillas, anno 1494.” It 
is drawn to a smailer scale than the oth- 
er, and measures 8 feet from north to 
south by 7 feet 2 inches from end to end, the 
greater Jength in proportion being due tothe 
tact that it is complete in every respect, and 
gives the whole surface of the globe, with the 
Molucca Isiands repeated at each end. This map 
shows no traces whatever of wear or handling. 
It is drawn with remarkable care and finish—the 
work of one hand,-upon which no alterations 
or additions have been made. At the foot of 
the map are richly illuminated coats of arma. 
The continents and islands are covered with 
quaint representations of the animdls native to 
them; the seas are crowded with Spanish ships 
‘sailing in all directions. At one corner is a 
drawing of a quadrant, with an explanation 
of how to use it, and on the space allowed 
by the Pacific Ocean an astrolabe with a 
silk cord attached to the centre. The line of 
division made by Alexander VI. is drawn exact- 
ly as on his map, with the addition that on each 
side of the foot of it isa flagstag, that on the 
west carrying the Spanish flag and that on the 
east the Portuguese. Altogether this map has 
the appearance of being tothat of Alexander VI. 
whata fairly engrossed copy of a legal docu- 
ment would be to the original draft to which 
additions and interlineations had been made. It 
suggests, however, some interesting subjects for 
inquiry, which can only be solved by reference 
to papers in the Vatican archieves or the 
Regesta of Alexander VI., and his immediate 
successors to Clement VII., in whose time this 
second map was made, it must be observed, in 
Spain.

MENT SUBSCRIPTIONS. 

TH: FEW WHO HAVE GIVEW LARGE 

“AMOUNTS ALTHOUGH MOST OF THE 
$92,883 89 SO FAR COLLECTED. 

An analysis of the Grant Monument 
fund shows that less than $10,000 has been con- 
tributed by persons who subscribed less than $5. 
It shows a single contribution of $5,000, that 
of the Western Union Telegraph Company, and 
two contributions of $2,500, those of Drexel, 
Morgan & Co. and Hamilton Fish. If numbers 
are to be accepted asa criterion, ‘the popular 
subscription amounts are $5, $25, and $100, 
though ten-doliar contributions have a good 
many advocates. Twenty-one persons have 
each contributed $1,000; 24, $500; 27, $250; 12, 
$200; 182, $100; 104, $50; 191, $25; 14, $20; 19, $15; 
162, $10, and 196, $5. The contributions varying 
between $5 and $5,000 amount to $83,490, while 
269 contributors have subscribed $70,350. Each 
of the latter gave $100 or more. 

It was expected that the members of the Gen- 
eral and Executive Committees of the associa- 
tion, who were invited to attend a meeting yes- 
terday afternoon for the purpose of appointing 
subcommittees of business men to canvass the 
business interests of the city, would make their 
selections at once. The meeting was called for 


8o'clock. At that hour Oliver Hoyt walked into 
the Executive Committee’s room. He was soon 
followed by Messrs. Stephenson, Deeves, and 
Sanger, of the General Committee. After wait- 
ing forsome time for others who bad been in- 
vited and did not come these gentlemen exam- 
ined the lists of business men which had bcen 
prepared by Secretary Greener. ‘hey supposed 
the lists contained first-rate material for 
subcommittees, but did not constitute any, as 
their number, they felt, was rather small to 
make plans for an Executive Committee con- 
sisting of at least 20. After spending an hour in 
discussion they adjourned, after deciding to sug- 
gest to the Executive Committee the advisability 
of appointing committees to canvass the busi- 
ness interests.

WARD'S LAST CALL ON A MAN HE 
HAD RUINED. 

AMES D, FISH TELLING MORE OF WARD’S 
METHODS AND OF A TIME WHEN~ HE 
ADVISED HIM TO COMMIT SUICIDE. 

For more than six hours yesterday James 
*D. Fish sat in the witness’s chair giving testi-. 
mony and listening to the arguments of counsel 
in the case of the people arainst Ferdinand 
Ward. His demeanor was calm and uncon- 
cerned until he came to the narration of his ex- 
citing interview with Ward a few days after the 
failure of the bank. He even then strove to 
keep down his excitement, but the intensity of 
his emotions overcame his self-control and he 
spoke with sensational effect, His denunciation 
of Ward was uttered with scathing bitterness. 


There were many interesting incidents in the ™ 


day’s proceedings which were noted with ab- 
sorbing eagerness by the large crowd of specta- 
tors. Popular interest was about equally di- 
vided between Ward and the ex-bank President. 
Ward’s emaciated figure was at times almost 
concealed from view by the burly forms of 
W. Bourke Cockran and Warden Kiernan, be- 
tween whom hesat. The thin white face of the 
disgraced financier bore a striking resemblance 
to tke features of William M. Evarts. Mr. Fish 
made several attempts to catch Ward's eye dur- 
ing the day, but Ward studiously avoided the 
contemptuous glances of his former partner. 
Ulysses 8 Grant, Jr., was in court all day and 
appeared to be deeply interested in the proceed- 
ings. There were four or five ladies among the 
spectators, 

When James D. Fish took the stand in the 
forenoon he bad a wide-awake and chipper look. 
When he left the stand, after 5:30 P. M., he 
geemed to be very much fatigued. He was first 
asked by Gen. Tracy if he did not receive sev- 
eral inttors from Ferdinand Ward op May 5, 1884. 
He said that he did not remember receiving more 

han one. The counsel for the defense said that 
ard sent Fish six letters on the day men- 
tioned. 5 

“Ts it not a fact.” asked Gen. Tracy, ** that 
the Marine Bank wasin financial trouble asearly 
as Jan. 1, 1882 7” ; 

* No, Sir,” promptly answered the witness. 

“ Did you not repeatediy call upon Ward to 
raise money to helpthe bank during the two 
years preceding the failure 7” 

“ { called upon him to return the money that 
bis firm had obtained from the Marine Bank and 
nothing more,” auswered Mr. Fish.

*“ Who was the Spencerspoken of in this mem- 
orandum ?” asked the counsel.

»Erie Company. Spencer wanted the firm to 
‘raise money for him, and whenever he heard

The counsel vehemently objected to the wit- 
ness’s last remark and moved that it be stricken 
from the record. The court deciined to strike it 
put, but directed the jury to give the statement 
ho weight, as it was not competent evidence. 

Gen. Tracy asked the witness if 1t was not 
true that on May 5, 1884, he believed that if he 
yhould refuse to certify any of Grant & Ward's 
ebhecks the firm would fail, and in failing would 
Brag down the bank. Mr. Fish said that he did 
not know that such would be the case. Every- 
thing would depend on who presented the check 
for certification. If William 8. Warner, for in- 
stance, had presented one of Grant & Ward's 
checks at the Marine Bank for certification and 
certification was refused, there probably would 

ave been nothing said about it. If the Marine 

nk had, huwever, refused to certify a check 
drawn by Grant & Ward and presented by a per- 
b0n faving no intimate relations with that firm, 
the matter would have been ali over Wali-street 
jn less than no time. 

“ Then you believed,” said Gen. Tracy, ** that 
it was necessary for you to continue to certify 
Grant & Ward’s checks 1m order to save the 
credit of that firm and prevent the failure of 
your bank?” ~ 

“I did not say that,” said Mr. Fish. 

“Well, did you not believe that?” asked the 
counsel. 

“I believed that both the bank and Mr. Ward 
were perfectly sound,” answered the witness.

Mr. Fish’s redirect examination was conducted 
by Assistant District Attorney Nicol, .who 
sought to get the witness to explain what his 
belief was in 1882 regarding the alleged Govern- 
ment contracts. The co for the defense 
objected to the reception of such evidence on 
the ground that it was wholly irrelevant. The 
court overruled the objection.

the first of the year 1882,” continued 
- the witness, *‘ Mr. Ward told me thet tne firm of 
-Grant & Ward intended to ch the character 


of their business very materially. He went on 

to explain that, owing to Gen. Grant’s influence, 

the firm was going to get_some very fitable 

Government contracts. He said that tnere was 

a great deal of money in these contracts, which 

were for supplies of corn, wheat, oats, and pork, 

Ward told me ghat the contracts were obtained 

for the firm b¥ Senator Chaffee and Stephen B. 

Elkins, who were great friends of the Grant 

family. I was cautioned not to say anything 

about the Government contracts to outside 

arties because, should the matter become pub- 
ic, it might hurt Gen. Grant in case his name 
was again brought up ig connection with the 

Presidential nomination.” 

Gen. Tracy moved to strike out all of the wit- 
ness’s testimony relating to Government con- 
tracts. The General declared, with much so- 
lemnity and earnestness. that such a line of 
testimony was calculated to cast discredit on 
the name of Gen. Grant, and it had no bearing 
whatever upon the accusations made against 
Ward in the indictment. Gen. Tracy exclaimed 
impressively, “If the prosecution desires to 
open this avenue of detraction and drag in the 
mire the great name of the dead hero for whom 
the Nation mourns, then upon their head must 
rest the responsibility. If they desire—” 

“ Gen. cy, Ihave had enough of this,” im- 

atiently interposed Judge Barrett; “I have 
had quite enough of this. There is no call for 
apy such remarks. This is merely a matter of 
jaw. Ifyou have any motion to make I will 

Dass on it.” 

“Very well; I move to strike out allof this

a Your motion is denied,” said Judge Barrett. 
** We take an exception,” said Gen. Tracy. 
After some furtber argument between coun- 

sel the witness was permitted to relate the 
methods pursued by Ward in handling the 
alleged contracts, the features of which are 
already known. In answer to the court Mr. 
Nicol said that he desired to show that the Ma- 
rine Bank was constantly being placed in jeop- 
ardy by the discounting of notes on the faith 
of the alleged Government contracts. The court 
ruled that the matter was not material in the 
present case. 

The witness was asked whether he ever gave 
Mr. Ward permission to take any of the securi- 
ties away. He could not remember any particu- 
lar instance where he had given Ward permis- 
sion to take away securities. Frequently Ward 
would come to the bank and ask to be allowed 
to take some of the securities in order to raise 
money onthem. Thecounsel for the prosecu- 
tion refreshed the mind of the witness with a 
transcript from the books of the bank. Look- 
ing the paper over, Mr. Fish said that it remind- 
ed him that Ward took away a large amount of 
securities. The only specific instances that he 
could recollect were Ward taking away some 
Buffalo, New-York and Philadelphia Railroad 
bonds and some Dry Dock bonas. 

** Did Mr. Ward ever bring back any money to 
the bank after he bad taken some cf these securi- 
ties away ?”’ asked the counsel. 

“There were several instances where Ward 
got securities from the bank,” said the witness, 
“for the purpose of raising moncy to take up 
obligations, andhe did not bring back either 
the money or the securities.” 

Mr. Fish said that he saw Ward at his house in 
Brookiyn on Sunday, May 4. They talked about 
raising money for the bank. Ward showed him 
the check for $150,000 drawn by W. H. Vander- 
-bilt. On the night ot Monday, May. 5, Mr. Fish 
was up all night and greatly worried. He went 
to Ward’s house in Brooklyn early on Tuesday 
morning. He got there at 7 o’clock and waited 
in the parlor for Ward to come down stairs. It 
got to 8 o’clock, andas Ward did not come, 
the witness became very are © Ward had 
‘promised to telegraph him on Monday as to 
what could be done to sustain the bank, but no 
telegram came. The witness did not see Ward 


, on that day. 


** Have you seen him since?” asked Mr. Nicol. 
** Yes,” answered Mr. Fish. 

“State where and when and tell what oc- 
curred,” said the Assistant District Attorney. 
The witness’s face took on a purple hue as he 
leaned forward in his chair and said: * It was 
three or four days after the crash that Ward 
came to my private apartments on the second 
fioor of the bank building. He said that he 
wanted to explain about matters. He eaid that 
he could not help what he had done. He admit- 
ted that he had ruined me and my family by his 
deception and roguery. He had broken the bank, 
and he had disgraced me ina community in’ 
which I had lived as a respectable citizen for 40 
years. All these things he admitted. I told nim 
that if he wasn’t the most ungrateful. con- 
temptible, and black-hearted villain that ever 
lived and a miserable, dirty reptile I would kiil 
him. When {[ said that I caught upa chair and 
raised it over him. He crouched down on the 
‘floor at my feet and held up his hands and 
whined likea puppy. Hesaid: *‘ Oh, don't hurt 
me.” 

While the witness was uttering these words 
Ward tnrew back his head and laughed heartily. 
Looking steadily at the prisoner, the witness 
continued: “ I told Ward then and there that I 
felt so indignant that I could kill him on the 
spot. He said that [ had been his best friend, 
and he admitted everything that I charged him 
with—deception, hypocrisy, treachery, and in- 
gratitude.” 

“ What did you advise him to do?” asked Gen. 
Tracy. 

“T advised him to go and commit suicide— 
drown himself, bang himself, or anything elise. 
il was so angry that I used the strongest words 
in my répertoire.” 

When asked if he ever authorized the holding 
back of Ward's uncertified check on the First 
National Bank for $40,000, Mr. Fish saia that 
nobody authorized it. Ward went to Mr. Carr, 
the Telier, ana asked him to hold the check 
back, ana Ward, being a Director of the bank, 
the Tellier thought that no barm would come 
from complying with his request. “Itoid Mr. 
Carr that he had done wrong and that he must. 
never do such a thing again,” said Mr. Fish. “I 
also spoke to Ward about the matter, and told 
him that he had no right to go to the Teller and 
make such a request.”’ 

“Did the fact that you were a partner of 
Ward in the firm of Grant & Ward tinfiuence 
you in certifying thecheck for $71,800?” asked 
Mr. Nicoll. 

“No, Sir,’’ said the witness. 

JohniH. Carr testified that he was Recieving 
Teller in the Marine Bank. About 9o0’clock on 
the morning of May 5, 1884, Ferdinand Ward 
came to his desk in the banx and handed him a 
check for $150,000 for deposit. Ward remarked 
that the check was gilt edged, it having the sig- 
nature of Vanderbilt on one side and the sig- 
nature of Gen. Grant on the otherside. ** Ward 
started to go away,” continued the witness, 
“and then, suddenly turning back, he said that 
there wasa check of his on the First National 
Bank for $80,000 on deposit in the Marine Bank, 
and he wished to have it held back and not put 
in the exchanges for that day. I tola Mr. Ward 
that I could not take the check out, and that 
Ben Fish had already certified a check for 


$81,000 against it. Ward said that the 
certified check would not used, and 
be was very anxious that his $80,000 


check should be held, andI referred the matter 
to Mr. James D. Fish. after Ward and Presi- 
dent Fish had talked together a little while, Mr. 
Fish came to me and said, * Well, John, Mr. 
Ward saysit is all right, and I suppose it is.’ 
That was not enough for me and [I asked for ex- 
plicit instructions. Tbe President told me to 
take the check for $80,000 out of the exchanges, 
and I didso. Soon afterward the certified check 
for $81,000 came in from the Cleariag House. It 
had been paid and charged to the Marine Bank.” 
Mr. Carr said that it was not his custom to carry 
uncertified checks drawn by Ward as cash. He 
never did it but once except on the express or- 
der of President Fish. 

Benjamin Fish was asken by Gen. Tracy if it 
was true that he certitied checks for Grant & 
Ward for $1,000,000 on Saturday, May 3, 1884. He 
. said that it was nottrue. Two ohecks amount- 
ing tothat sum came into the bank from the 
Clearing House on the morning referred to. 
They were paid and charged to Grant & Ward's 
account. Gen. Tracy asked whether those checks 
did not constitute an overdraft of Grant & 
Ward’s account. The witness did not remember. 

“Did you not knowat the time that trom April 
26 up to May 5, 1884," asked Gen. Tracy, ‘* that 
_Ferdinand Ward was exerting himself to raise 
money for the Marine Bank ?” 

“I was told that he was out getting money,” 
answered the witness. 

‘Well, were not those large amounts that you 
have read as having been deposited by Grant & 
Ward from April 28to May 8 inclusive put in 
by Mr, Ward?” 

**T suppose they were,” was the answer. 

Samuel D. Cornell, bookkeeper in the First 
National Bank of this city, produced a canvas- 
covered book as big as a dog house, and by re- 
ferring to it he was able to testify that Ferdi- 
nand Wara’s balance in the First National Bank 
on May 1, 2, 3, and 5 in 1884 was $2,213 19, and no 
more.

_ SEE CONTINUED IN BROOKLYN. 
In a letter accepting the nomination as 
& citizens’ candidate for Mayor of Brooklyn. 
Gen. John B. Woodward reiterates his deter- 
‘mination to officiate, if elected, solely in the 
interests of the city, and absolutely untram- 


meled by obligation to any party, man, or set of 
men. He says further: 
“My belief is fixed that national politics have no 
roper place in matters of mere municipal concern. 
he control of the business and administration of the 
city should be in its own citizens, end our State Con- 
stitution should be so amended as to free each cit 
from interference or dictation at the State Capitol. 
When each citizen clearly understands that he must 
get gcod government for Brooklyn by his own work at 
the polis of Brooklyn, and that no relief can be ob- 
tained from Albany, good local government will be 
permanently secured. As the citizens of each city 
should be responsible for their own govern- 
ment, so the ayor, as chief executive officer 
of the city, should be directly respunsible 
to the people for the success or failure of the govern- 
ment during his term. | therefore believe that the 
central feature of the charter of Brooklyn, which 
places upon the Mayor the entire responsibilit; 
selection of the heads of departments of tne City Gov- 
ernment, should be preserved. In making 
appointments, promotions, and removals in the 
Tr service, no reference whatever should be 
had to the political views ot those who are appointed. 
promoted, or removed. Fitness alone should be con- 
sidered. Entrance into the public service of our city 
sbouid be thrown open to the competition of every cit- 
zen upon open, impartial, and practical tests.” 
Continuing, Gen. Woodward touches upon 
the necessity for increased public. school facili- 
ties with a growing population, avows his be- 
lief that the water supply should ** liberally 
and wisely extended,” and advocates ciean 
streets, good sewers, and a non-partisan police 
force and Fire Department. ‘“ Public expendi- 
tures,” he says,** should be made upon the strict- 
est business principles, with wise, troad fore- 
sight, but with the most rigid economy.” Gen, 
Woodwara declares his belief that the prosper- 
ity and comfort of Brooklyn reguire a “ com- 
plete system of rapid transit,” and that it is the 
duty of the Mayor to secure the development 
and construction of such a system at tne earli- 
est possible day. “In no other way," he says, 
“can the burden of our local taxation be so 
readily lightened as by bringing the distant 
parts of our city into close proximity of time 
with the ferries and the bridge.”

H. K. Thurber 
said he looked at the question purely froma 
business standpoint, “It is bad policy,” he 
said, * fora merchant to fill up his warehouses 
witb an article for which there is little or 
no sale, and then go ahead and increase his 
stock. Concerning the proposed appeal to Con-

G00 small bills into circulation, Mr. Thurber said 
it would do little or no good, as with silver ata 
discount the dealers would get littie or nothing 
except the debased silver dollar. Other speeches 
were made and resolutions were passed urging 
Congress to suspend the coinage of the stand- 
ard silver dollar and issue a large supply of bills 
of small denominations.
